The spokesman also said that 
Ishaq Khan is empowered by the 
constitution to summon the 
National Assembly without con- 
sulting the prime minister.

“The President will have this 
authority till the end of 1990,’* 
the spokesman said, while com- 
menting on a controversy on 
whether the President could call 
a National Assembly session 
without consulting the prime 
minister and whether the new 
premier could be nominated 
before the opening of the session. 

About the nomination of a 
new premier before the opening 
of the assembly the spokesman 
said, as only a full- fledged mem- 
ber could -be called upon to- 
become prime minister, no mem- 
ber-elect had qualified to be 
nominated to that office.

Arafat raps US for 
delay in issuing visa 


BAGHDAD, Nov 26, (Agen- 
cies): Palestine Liberation 
Organisation chair man Yas- 
ser Arafat today discussed his 
problems in getting a US visa 
with Iraqi Foreign Minister 
Tareq Aziz, officials said. 

The PLO chief, who arrived 
from Kuwait, had been expected 
to fly directly to Jordan for talks 
with King Hussein, but instead 
made a stopover in Baghdad. 

_ The officials, speaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said Arafat 
and Aziz held talks on Arab 
developments and PLO efforts to 
ensurene can travel to New York 
and address the United Nations 
General Assembly next week. 

In Kuwait, Arafat earlier in 
the day discussed the latest 
developments on the Palestinian 
issue with HH the Amir, HH the 
Grown Prince and Premier, and 
other officials.

Fierce street battles continue 


Amal militiamen seize 
Hezbollah positions 


BEIRUT, Nov 26, (Agencies): 
Rival Shiite militiamen fought 
fierce street battles today in a 
struggle for control of Muslim 
districts in West Beirut. 

Amal, the pro-Syrian militia, 
pushed the Iranian-backed fun- 
damentalist Hezbollah out of 
most of West Beirut on the 
second day of fierce street bat- 
tles, police reported. 

A police spokesman said 25 
people were lolled and 54 woun- 
ded in the last 24 hours in the 
fighting between Hezbollah and 
Amal. 

That raised the overall toll to 
35 dead and 74 wounded since 
the confrontation erupted in 
Beirut’s southern slums Wednes- 
day. It moved into central city 
districts yesterday. 

Charge 

The estimated 12,000 Syrian 
troops in charge of security in the 
city's Muslim sector offered safe 
conducts for surrendering Hez- 
bollahis but made no serious 
effort to stop the fighting. 

The new dashes between Hez- 
bollah and Amal, struggling for 
dominance of the one million 
Shiites, Lebanon's largest sect, 
also appeared to reflect growing 
strain between Syria and Iran. 

The Syria-Iran alliance has 
weakened since the Aug 20 
ceasefire in the eight-year war 
between Iran and Iraq. 

Police said that by mid-after- 
noon today Amal had evicted 
Hezbollah from eight West 

Satellite

NICOSIA, Cyprus, Nov 26, 
(AP): Iran, Turkey and Pakistan 
have announced a plan to jointly 
launch a satellite to boost com- 
munications between the three 
countries, the official Islamic 
Republic News Agency reported 
today. 

The agency, monitored in 
Nicosia, said die satellite would 
be launched under the auspices 
of the Economic Co-operation 
Organisation formed by the 
three countries in 1964 to co- 
ordinate joint economic 
activities.

The Amal leader in Zokak 
Blatt, Ayman Shim, said the 
Herrbollah fighters were being 
taken to the Iranian embassy 
“where they belong.” 

Jubilant Amal fighters fired 
automatic rifles in the air to 
celebrate their takeover of Zokat 
Blatt and the adjacent neigh- 
bourhoods of Mossaitbeh, 
Karakol Druze, Rue Spears, and 
Zaydaniyeh. 

In Karakol Druze, smoke bill- 
owed from gutted shops and 
apartments as Amal fighters 
stormed a seven-storey residen- 
tial building in search of Moussa 
Qawouk, a local Hezbollah 
leader. 

"We’ve finished them. We 
killed all 11 Hezbollahis who 
were terrorising the whole neigh- 
bourhood by sniper fire,” raid 
the local Amal commander who 
identified himself only as Bahij, 
an obvious code name. 

Panicked 

Stray shells started fires in 
several apartment buildings in 
the districts under fire, forcing 
panicked residents to take refuge 
in basements and bomb shelters. 

"This is the first time 1 see 
daylight since Thursday night,” 
Kamal Sharafeddine, a Karakol 
Druze resident, said. 

"My wife, six children and I 
have been hiding in the basement 
since the clashes first broke out. 
I’ll go search for food while my 
wifedeans the apartment of glass 
shreds,” he added. 

In the city's southern slums, 
the warring factions exchanged 
sniper fire that kept residents 
indoors. Police said no ground 
attacks were reported.

Second troubled 
exchange of POWs 


BAGHDAD, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
Nearly 70 sick or wounded 
prisoners of war flew to Iran and 
Iraq today in a second troubled 
swap of captives by the Gulf war 
foes. 

The two sides said fewer than 
half the originally scheduled 
number of prisoners of war 
(POWs) were returned, with Iran 
saying some Iraqi captives had 
sought asylum and others were 
no longer sick. 

Baghdad said only 51 Iraqi 
POWs instead of 115 originally 
expected arrived in Baghdad 
aboard a plane from Tehran 
chartered by the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC). 

Demanding 

In response, Iraq cut from 41 
to 18 the number of Iranian 
POWs allowed to leave for 
Tehran aboard the same airliner. 

Iran said only 51 Iraqis were 
sent as two sought political 
asylum while the ICRC had 
decided 21 were no longer ill and 
1 1 others had overcome their ill- 
ness. Itdid not explain what hap- 
pened to the 30 others originally 
scheduled to leave.

A1 A wadi, who was addressing 
a se minar on the subject at the 
Mubarak A1 Kabeer Hospital 
said the event will examine all 
aspects of the obesity problem, 
including employment of gen- 
etics engineering, physiotherapy, 
psychology and metabolism in 
treatment of this health hazard. 


Akram A1 With, head of the 
Iraqi Foreign Ministry’s legal 
department, said that Iraq was 
demanding that the ICRC 
present written evidence accord- 
ing to the Geneva Convention. 

“I would like to ask the ICRC 
how could all thatnumber of sick 
or wounded POWs, who were 
proven to be seriously ill be 
cured in such a short period.” 

Similar snags hit Thursday’s 
start of what was billed as the 
biggest prisoner swap between 
Iran and Iraq after eight years of 
fighting which ended with a 
ceasefire last Aug 20. 

Both countries cut the size of 
the first groups to return. 

Under an agreement with the 
ICRC, Iran and Iraq were to 
repatriate abont 1,500 sick or 
wounded POWs in groups of 
about 100 in the 10 days starting 
from Thursday — except for 
Friday. 

Iraq said it had planned to 
return 41 Iranian POWs on 
Thursday, but reduced the num- 
ber to 19 after the ICRC said that 
Iran would return only 52 Iraqis 
instead of a planned 1 1 5.

violators 
to be fined

RESIDENTS who fail to register 
for the first time for the Civil ID 
cards by Dec 31 will be fined 
KD20, director-general of the 
Public Authority for Civil Infor- 
mation (PACI) Faisal Abdul 
Rahman Al Shaiji told the Arab 
Tunes yesterday. 

He clarified that those who 
had registered, but had not 
obtained their cards will not be 
considered offenders. Sick per- 
sons and prison inmates will not 
be fined for failing to meet the 
deadline, the official said. 

Register 

He added that Kuwaiti 
nationals living abroad will have 
to register within 30 days after 
their arrival to Kuwait and new 
expatriates should register 
within 15 days after obtaining 
valid residence permits. 

Offenders may contact PACI 
within 15 days from date of 
receiving an official notification. 
If the offence can be reconciled 
with the PACI, the violator will 
be permitted to pay a fine of 
KD20. 

In case of families, only the 
head of the family will be fined 
KD20, each family member will 
not be fined. 

Where no reconciliation -with 
the offender can be agreed to by 
PACI, the issue will be referred to 
a court As per the derision of the 
judge, the offender will be liable 
to a fine not exceeding KDI00, 
the official said. 

For newborn babies* parents 
must apply within 60 days after 
the birth of the child. If the 
parents fail to register the name 
due to the need to change the 
name of the child in the birth 
certificate, a temporary birth cer- 
tificate should be provided to 
PACI, in which case the fine wQI 
be waived, Al Shaiji said. 

Receive 

The majority of Kuwait’s 
residents have already com- 
pleted registration, the official 
added. 

PACI has a special office to 
receive representatives of large 
companies -to register all 
employees. This does away with 
the need of employees to visit the 
offices of the authority. 

The new PACI Farwaniya 
office, which will be opened 
today by Planning Minister Dr 
Abdul Rahman AL A wadi, will 
have 400 seats and 75 counters. 

Al Shaiji called upon the 
public to use the enquiry services 
provided by PACI for informa- 
tion on completion of card for- 
malities and their collections.

UN chief criticises Israel 


Situation in occupied 
areas worsening 


UNITED NATIONS, Nov 26. 
(Agencies): Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar said yes- 
terday the situation in Israel’s 
occupied territories had wor- 
sened, with continuing civilian 
deaths and injuries and other 
serious human rights violations. 

He said measures to enhance 
the safety and protection of the 
inhabitants, urgent though they 
were, would not resolve the 
underlying problem. 

A resolution of the problem 
could only tie reached through a 
comprehensive, just and lasting 
settlement, he said. 

Perez de Cuellar’s observa- 
tions were contained in the first 
of periodic reports by the Gen- 
eral Assembly in a resolution of 
Nov 3 condemning Israel’s 
actions in suppressing the 11- 
month-old Palestinian uprising, 
or intifada, in the West Bank and 
Gaza. 

Worsened 

“It is evident from the infor- 
mation provided in the attached 
annex that the overall situation 
in the occupied Palestinian 
territories has worsened,” the 
secretary-general wrote. 

“Civilian deaths and injuries 
continue to be widespread and so 
do other serious violations of 
human rights.” 

Most ofthe 1 8-page document 
consisted of summaries of 
reports on events in the 
territories published in the Israeli 
newspapers Haaretz and the 
Jerusalem Post between Sept 1 
and Novi. 

Israel had been asked on Nov 
1 0 to permit a senior UN official 
to examine the situation on the 
spot but by Nov 14 had rqriied 
only that the request was being, 
considered. 

... Perez deOstpllarsaid he was 
deeply distressed by Che high 
number of casualties in the 
occupied lands and had noted 
that . Israeli measures such as 
deportation, administrative 
detention and other collective 
punishments, including curfews 
and the blowing up of houses, 
couldonly aggravate the tension. 

“He has received persistent 


appeals protesting these 
measures and other human 
rights violations, in particular, 
the closure of schools and the 
lack of access to detention cen- 
tres," the report said. 

Perez de Cuellar said it was 
essential that the occupying 
power apply scrupulously the 
provisions of the fourth Geneva 
Convention on the protection of 
civilians in time of war. 

“However, as the secretary- 
general has repeatedly stated 
since the uprising began nearly a 
year ago, measures to enhance 
the safety and protection of the 
Palestinian people in the 
occupied territories, urgent as 
they arc, will not resolve the 
underlying problem." 

Detained 

In the West Bank, a Palestin- 
ian assailant today hurled an 
improvised bomb at an Israeli 
Army patrol wounding one sol- 
dier. the Israeli military com- 
mand said. 

Arab witnesses said 100 to 150 
Palestinians were detained after 
the attack. 

The -assault occurred in the 
West Bank town ofRamallah, 1 5 
kms (nine miles) north of 
Jerusalem. 

The patrol opened fire at the 
assailant. Troops closed the area 
and conducted searches, arrest- 
ing several suspects, the Army 
said. 

It said the soldier suffered light 
wounds and was taken to a hos- 
pital The number of detainees 
was not specified. 

Clashes between stone-throw- 
ing Palestinians and troops erup- 
ted today in the Gaza Strip, 
where Palestinians staged a par- 
tial commercial strike. 

Three 14-year-old Palestinian 
youths were shot in the legs at the 
Nuseirat refugee camp and Gaza 
Strip’s village of Zawaydah. said 
officials at Gaza’s Ahli Arab hos- 
pitaL 

Another 16-year-old Palestin- 
ian who was seriously wounded 
in the head was transferred from 
Shifa Hospital to an Israeli hosp- 
ital, the doctors said.

Earthquake rocks Canada and US 


TORONTO, Nov 26, (UPI): 
Canadians across three pro- 
vinces and Americans from 
Michigan to Maine assessed the 
impact today of the strongest 
earthquake to hit eastern Ca- 
nada in more than 50 years as 
dectridty and telephone utilities 
worked to restore service in 
Quebec province. 

Despite the force and wide 
scope of the quake last evening, 
only minor injuries were repor- 
ted. The extent of damage was 
not immediately known, and 
authorities said they would be 
better able to determine it today. 

Across 

In Ottawa, seismologist John 
Adams of the Geological Survey 
of Canada (GSC), said the 
quake, which struck at 638 pm 
EST (2338 GMT) yesterday, 
measured 63 on the Richterscale 
and was centred north of Quebec 
City. 


Several aftershocks struck 
Quebec province, with the lar- 


GMT) and measured at 4.5 on 
the Richter scale, the Canadian 
government said. 

The main qnake was felt as far 
north as North Bay, Ontario, 
and across the three Canadian 
provisoes of Quebec, Ontario 
and Nova Scotia. High-rise buil- 
dings swayed in Toronto and in 
New York City. . 

Canadian television reported 
that an imdetermined number of 
people suffered minor injuries 
when shoppers panicked after 
the lights went out at a Quebec 
City shopping centre. 

Authorities said the quake was 
felt widely in the northeastern 
United States, over a wide 
swathe from Michigan to Maine 
and reaching as far south as 
Washington. 

“I felt the vibration of the buil- 
ding for about three seconds," 


said Curtis Sykes, who works on 
the 24th floor of an office tower 
in Lower Manhattan. “The buil- 
ding swayed appreciably.” 

Earthquake scientists in Ca- 
nada and the United States said 
the quake struck the same area 
where a smaller “foreshock,” 
recorded at a magnitude of at 
least 4.5 on the Richter scale, was 
felt on Wednesday. 

The tremor was the strongest 
to hit eastern Canada since an 
earthquake measuring 6J2 struck 
Termskanting, Quebec, in 1935, 
said Mary Cajka of the GSC. 

A fter m at h 

Cajka said the tremor was cen- 
tred in the Lauren tide provincial 
park area, about 90 miles (145 
km) north of Quebec City. 

The official Canadian Broad- 
casting Corp. reported that a 
railway bridge in Montreal was 
knocked out, among the worst 
known structural damage in the 
aftermath of the earthquake. 


The Independent Canadian 
Television network said two 
natural gas lines caught fire near 
Chicoutimi, Quebec, dose to the 
quake's epicentre, but the flames 
were quickly brought under con- 
trol and no injuries were repor- 
ted. 

Quebec City chief engineer 
Claude Vincent said the quake 
caused “a few cracks in the walls, 
ofbuil dings there. 

In Syracuse, New York. Paul 
Ackerman, a corrections officer 
at the Auburn state prison, said 
he saw a bridge shake on his wav 

home. 

“I could hardly believe it,” he 
said. “That kind of thing doesn’t 
happen here.” 

A Brooklyn resident said she 
knew the shaking in her sixth- 
floor apartment was more than 
just a local disturbance when her 
mother called from her apart- 
ment more than two miles (3 km)

Sidon office closed to protest Winkler’s abduction 

ICRC withdraws its Swiss staff from Lebanon

BEIRUT, Nov 26, (AP): The 
International Committee of the 
Red C ross began withdrawing its 
Swiss staff from Lebanon today 
ten days after a delegate was kid- 
napped in South Lebanon. 

Sources at the ICRC in Beirut, 
requesting anonymity, said the 
organization will shut down the 
all-Swiss organization's opera- 
tion throughout Lebanon if 
Peter Winkler was not released 
by next Saturday, Dec 3. 

Three staffers left today for 
Geneva, leaving about 28 in tbfe 
country. The three had worked in 


ICRCs office in Sidon, which 
was dosed down on Wednesday 
to protest Winkler's abduction 
there. 

The office there helped the war 
disabled and visited detainees 
held by Israel. 

The ICRC staffers are the only 
group of foreigners that has 
stayed on in West Beirut and 
South Lebanon despite the 
waves of kidnappings that forced 
all foreigners out of the country 
in the last four years. 

Winkler, 32, was kidnapped 
by three unidentified gunmen 


Nov 17. No group claimed res- 
ponsibility. 

Police have theorized that 
Winkler was kidnapped for a 
trade-off with Hussein Hariri, a 
Lebanese Shiite Muslim aircraft 
hijacker held in Switzerland. 

Angelo Gnaedinger, ICRCs 
representative in the Middle East 
and North Africa, arrived from 
Geneva on Wednesday. He has 
been holding meetings with 
Palestinian and fundamentalist 
factions in Beirut and Sidon to 
try to secure Winkler's release. 

In Sidon, Lebanese and 
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foreign humanitarian institu- 
tions staged a one-day strike 
today to protest Winkler's 
abduction and the continued dis- 
appearance of Belgian doctor 
Jan Cools. 

Cools, 32, disappeared May 21 
after leaving his apartment in the 
Rashidiyeh Palestinian refugee 
camp near the southern port of 
Tyre. 

The closure of the ICRC office 
and its orthopaedic center in 
Sidon has affected both the staf- 
fers and beneficiaries from the 
services of the agency.

President Mikhail Gorbachev 
yesterday pledged to respect the 
Geneva accord on withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Af gh a n i s ta n 
if the other partners to the 
agreement respect their part of 
the bargain. 

“Why do I say that? Because at 
the moment they are not uphold- 
ing their responsibilities,” the 
Kremlin leader told French 
television in an interview. 

The 50,000 remaining Soviet 
troops were due to be out of 
Af ghanistan by Feb 15 under a 
United Nations-mediated 
agreement signed in April in 
Geneva, but the second stage of 
the withdrawal has already been 
postponed. 

Official Soviet sources said 
yesterday that Moscow was con- 
sidering formally postponing its 
troop withdrawal in the face of 
mounting attacks by Muslim 
guerrillas on Soviet Army units. 

The sources, well-placed to 
know the trend of top-level thin- 
king, said a final decision could 
be made after Gorbachev meets 
US President Reagan and 
President-elect George Bush on 
Dec 7 in New York. 

Signed 

We are attached to the signed 
agreements. What's more, we 
hope our partners in the accords 
will be as responsible as we axe,” 
Gorbachev said in a reference to 
Pakistan and the United States, 
the main sources of arms for the 
guerrillas. 

“We invite our partners to 
adopt this responsible attitude 
and we are reflecting on the ques- 
tion of how to apply the 
accords.” 

He said Moscow viewed res- 
pect for the Geneva agreement as 
a “touchstone” of the attitude of 
its partners to solving other 
regional conflicts. 

“There are many conflicts in 
which we should co-operate,” he 
said. 


Mitterrand witnesses 
cosmonaut launched 


MOSCOW, Nov 26. (Agencies): 
A spacecraft canying two Soviet 
and one French crewmen blasted 
off today for a month-long mis- 
sion watched by President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand of France. 

Mitterrand, accompanied by 
his wife Danielle and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze, peered through 
binoculars as the Soyuz TM-7 
craft lifted off from the launch 
rite at Baikonur in Soviet central 
Asia. 

The launch, on the final day of 
Mitterrand’s two-day visit to the 
Soviet Union, as shown live on 
Soviet television. 

The Soyuz craft lifted off at 
6.50 pm Moscow time (1550 
GMT), enveloping the launch 
pad in a white sheet of flame. 

French cosmonaut Jean-Loup 
Chretien, who also took part in a 
1982 Soviet space shot, will 
become the first West European 
to walk in space during the mis- 
sion aboard the orbiting Mir 
space station. 

Chretien is due to reLurn to 
earth on Dec 21, with Mir's 
current two-man crew. 

His two crewmates, mission 


commander Alexander Volkov 
and Sergei Krikalyov. will take 
over operation of Mir and return 
to earth next April. 

Mitterrand fiew to Baikonur 
aboard his Concorde aircraft 
after a final meeting in Moscow 
with Kremlin leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, with whom he had 
some three hours of taiks on 
Friday. 

The Soviet news agency Tass 
said the two leaders summed up 
the results of their talks, with 
both sides expressing "deep -wiris- 
faction with the tact that their 
positions on many issues coin- 
cided.” 

Mitterrand was due to fly back 
to Paris after the launch. 

In an interview in Moscow 
with French television. Mit- 
terrand appeared Jo defend 
France's controversial support 
for a Moscow human rights con- 
ference in 1991. 

Mitterrand drew fire from 
other Western nations last 
month when he said France 
would attend the conference 
planned by Moscow if condi- 
tions in the Soviet.Union are jud- 
ged fitting. 


India asks Sri Lanka 
to provide security 
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COLOMBO, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
The Indian High Commission 
today warned its nationals to 
shnn remote areas and stay in the 
capital following the killings of 
three Indian avnians at a sugar 
factory. 

Itsaid it has asked Sri Lanka to 
provide security to Indians 
working on the island. 

The advice was given after 
three Indians working at a sugar 
factory in the southeast district 
of Monaragala were shot dead 
on Wednesday by suspected 
members of the People's Libera- 
tion Front (JVP). 

It said it had asked Sri Lankan 
authorities to provide adequate 
security for Indian nationals 
engaged in projects on the island. 

In more violence in the trou- 
bled island, Marxist rebels pos- 
ing as commuters killed three sol- 
diers in an attack on a bus and the 
government damped a curfew on 
several areas around the capital 


for the rest of the weekend. 

A government statement said 
the curfew would be in effect 
from 9.00 pm today until 4.00 
am, on Monday, extending 
Colombo's night-time curfew- 
imposed three weeks ago when 
the rebels called a general strike 
and issued death threats in a bid 
to topple tbe government of 
President Junius Jayewardene. 

The statement gave no explan- 
ation for the extention. The rest 
of the island has night curfews of 
varying length. 

Military sources said an unkn- 
own number of People's Libera- 
tion Front (JVP) rebels, posing 
as passengers on the state-run 
bus. grabbed one of two soldiers 
on the bus. took his w eapon and 
stabbed him. They then shot 
dead the second one. 

A third soldier, on escort duty 
on another bus, attempted to 
help but the rebels shot him as 
they fled. He died in hospital.

MOSCOW. Nov 26, (Reuter): 
The Soviet Union today denied 
reports of an anti-Armenian 
pogrom in Azerbaijan, but said 
tour soldiers ana tvrb Azer- 
baijani civilians had been killed 
in inter-ethnic rioting. 

Foreign ministry spokesman 
Gennady Gerasimov rejected 
assertions by Soviet human 
rights activist Andrei Sakharov 
that more than 130 Armenians 
had been killed in the past few 
days. 

“This figure is completely out 
of the blue, it is out of the ques- 
tion,” Gerasimov told Reuters. 

The six had all probably died 
in the town of Kirovabad, where 
the situation continued tense, 
Gerasimov said. 

Armenian officials in the 
Armenian capital, Yerevan, said 
yesterday that two other people 
— one Armenian and one Azer- 
baijani — had been killed on 
Thursday in separate incidents in 
the Armenian towns of Goris 
and Kalinin. 

Gerasimov said he could not 
confirm or deny these reports. 


although he indicated the num- 
ber of people wounded in this 
week’s troubles had now proba- 
bly risen above the figure of 126 
so far officially reported. 

No deaths 

But Gerasimov said there had 
been no deaths in Yerevan where 
the situation was still calm. 

“The whole region is a rumour 
mill ," Gerasimov said in res- 
ponse to Sakharov's allegations 
made in a statement yesterday in 
the United States where he is on a 
visit Sakharov based his infor- 
mation on “reports I have 
received.” 

“The figure is completely 
wrong. I am sorry for Sakharov 
but we must be factual, I have 
checked and it is not true,” 
Gerasimov added. 

The latest killings take to over 
40 the official death toll this year 
in inter-ethnic unrest over the 
disputed Azerbaijani territory of 
Nagorno-Karabakh. More than 
500 people have been injured. 

A spokesman for the Armen- 
ian news agency Armenpress in 


Yerevan said a fleet of 30 to 40 
cars and minibuses had set out 
for the Azerbaijani town of 
Kirovabad to evacuate Armen- 
ian women and children. 

An Armenian priest, in a 
telegram to Kremlin leader Mik- 1 
'hail Gorbachev from Kirova- 
bad, earlier spoke of apogrom of 
Armenians and casualties 
among soldiers there. Three sol- 
diers were killed there last Tues- 
day. 

A woman residen t of 
Kirovabad, reached by tele- 
phone yesterday, said gangs of 
Azerbaijanis had burned more 
than 60 Armenian houses. 
“Houses are being robbed, peo- 
ple are being attacked and 
killed,” she added. 

Tanks 

The authorities imposed cur- 
fews on Kirovabad, the Azer- 
baijan capital Baku and the 
region of Nakhichevan after 
riots on Tuesday. 

Also under curfew is the d ty of 
Stepanakert, capital of the dis- 
puted enclave of Nagorno- 


Karabakh at the centre of the 
unrest. 

A curfew was clamped on the 
Armenian capital, Yerevan. The 
city was reported quiet although 
Soviet Television showed tanks 
and other armoured vehicles on 
the streets. It said their presence 
was a precautionary measure. 

The Armenpress spokesman 
said that in Kalinin an Azer- 
baijani opened fire on a crowd of 
Armenians and seriously woun- 
ded two of them before bring 
killed himself by a stone thrown 
by an Armenian. 

In Goris, Azerbaijanis again 
opened fire on a crowd of 
Armenians, killing one^and 
wounding another, he said. 

In an interview with French 
Television yesterday Gorbachev 
said delegations from Armenia 
and Azerbaijan would soon meet 
the Soviet leadership to discuss 
the issue.

KATUN, Thailand. Nov 26, 
(UPI): Rescue workers^ ignoring, 
the stench of decaying bodies, 
today dug through a wasteland 
of mud, logs and shattered 
houses for the victims of south- 
ern Thailand’s worst-cver disa- 
ster. 

Officials in Thailand and 
Malaysia said that the death toll 
from six days of floods and land- 
slides rose to 311 — 280 in south- 
ern Thailand and 3 1 in Malaysia. 
Another 680 people are injured 
and more than 800 are missing. 

“This is the worst disaster in 
the history of the south,” said 
Deputy Interior Minister 
Trairong Suwannakhiri. “If you 
don't come here and see it for 
yourself, you can't imagine the 
extent of the damage." 

The worst hit area was 


Thailand's Nakorn Sritham- 
marat province, 580 km south of 
Bangkok, where officials blamed 
illegal logging for waves of mud 
ana logs that surged down the 
hillsides burying at least two 
villages and damaging several 
others. At least 2 i 8 peopledied in 
the province. 

Sea of mud 

Flying into Katun village 
aboard a helicopter a reporter 
estimated that more than seven 
square miles of the once verdant 
and well-populated valley was 
little more than a sea of mud. 

Methi Boopradit, 36, the local 
township chief, told United Press 
International that 7,000 people 
lived in the area before monsoon 
storms sent the torrent of mud 
and logs through the valley on 
Wednesday. 


“It just buried everything- At 
. least 800 .houses are. destroyed 
and 340 are buried under the 
mud,” he said. Methi gestured to 
the flat expanse of sticky mud 
where only the roof of the village’ 
school protruded to show that 
people once lived there. 

“I have pulled 21 bodies from 
the mud, but I can't do it any 
more. Many are decaying. They 
fall apart when you try to pull 
them out,” he said “These were 
my neighbours.” 

Deputy Governor Timon 
Suwansophat, reporting to Gen. 
Sun torn Kongsompong, Chief- 
of-Staff of die Supreme Com- 
mand, said that much of the des- 
truction at'Kaihun and Khir- 
iwong, another buried village,

BELGRADE, Nov 26, (UPI): 
Parliament adopted sweeping 
amendments to Yugoslavia’s 
1 974 constitution granting more 
independence to state-owned 
and private enterprises trying to 
introduce free market practices 
to the country’s inflation- 
ravaged economy. 

The amendments, which take 
effect immediately, also proride 
for multi-party elections by 
secret ballot and more separa- 
tion between the government 
and the ruling Yugoslav Com- 
munist Party. 

Other amendments recognise 
workers* rights to strike and 
allow farmers to own three times 
as much land as they were 
previously permitted to hold. 

The amendments are aimed in 
part at making Yugoslavia’s 
socialist “workers self-man- 
agement” economic system more 
efficient by returning to man- 
agers and factory directors cou- 
trolthai was removed from them_ . 
when the constitution was 
revamped in 1974. 

Overall, the changes are inten- 
ded to ease sweepring economic 
and political reforms aimed at 
pulling Yugoslavia out of its 


worst economic crisis in 40 years. 

Economic experts say 1988 
inflation will reach 250 per cent 
and the standard of Irving for 
Yugoslavia's 23 million people 
has dropped substantially this 
year. More than one million peo- 
ple are unemployed. 

Property 

The amendments establish 
three legal types of property in 
Yugoslavia — state-owned, 
private and mixed foreign- 
Yugoslav. 

The changes also allow 
Yugoslavs to become stockhol- 
ders. Foreigners are permitted to 
invest up to 99 pier cent in joint 
ventures with Yugoslav private 
or state-owned firms under the 
new constitution. 

One amendment permits 
Yugoslav farmers to own up to 
74 acres of land, three times the 
amount allowed under the 1974 
constitution. Another gives

Yugoslavia had its first post 
World War II strike injj)58 but 
in the post three years,' spawned 
by the nation's deteriorating 
economy, strikes have become 
more widespread. 


ROME, Nov 26, (AP): A top 
official of Libya, which the

A communique from the 
Foreign Minis try said Jalloud 
told Andreotti that Libya 
adheres to the 1925 Geneva 
protocol -on- chemical arms use 
and that it will participate in a 
conference, of signatory nations 
itiParUinJtfnuary. 

Thel925 protocol bans use of 
chemical weapons but not their 
production or storage. 


The communique did not give 
other details about Libya’s stand 
on chemical weapons, and a 
Foreign Ministry official said be 
did not know exactly what 
Andreotti had asked Jalloud to 
prompt that response, but that 
the remark came in view of the 
recent US allegations. 

In September, the US State 
Department said it has evidence 
that Libya is able to man ufacture 
chemical weapons and is on the 
verge of full-scale production. 

Libya has denied the accusa- 
tion and has riamtvi that a new 
factory, which has been des- 
cribed in reports as a site for 
chemical weapons manufacture, 
is a pharmaceutical plant about 
to be inaugurated. 

On Thursday'.; Libya’s official 
news agency denied a report that 
Somalia had been supplied with 
nerve gas from Libya, saying that 
Libya “does not possess” such 
toxic gases.

US completes ratification of convention against genocide 


UNITED NATIONS, Nov 26, 
(Reuter): The United States has 
completed ratification of the UN 
convention on the prevention of 
genocide almost 40 years after 
President Truman signed the 
document. 

Vernon Walters, US represen- 
tative at the United Nations, yes- 
terday deposited an instrument 
of ratification of the convention 


with the United Nations, com- 
pleting the ratification process. 

The US Senate gave its consent 
to ratification only in February 
1986. Legislation still had to be 
enacted making genocide — acts 
intended to destroy a national, 
ethnic, racial or reiigozu group 
— a crime punishable under US 
law. 

President Reagan signed the 


legislation on Nov 4, clearing the 
way for Walters to deposit the 
instr ume nt of ratification. 

- Extradition 

The United States is the 99th 
country to ratify the treaty, 
called The Convention on. the 
Prevention and Punishment of 
the Crime of Genocide. 

Parties to the convention agree 


to take legislative steps to give it 
effect and to grant extradition in 
cases of genocide. 

The late President Harry 
Truman signed the convention 
on Dec 12, 1948 but follow-up 
action was blocked for decades 
by conservative members of the 
Senate on grounds that 
•adherence to the convention 
compromised US sovereignty. 


Teacher gets 
damages in 
rape suit 

LONDON, Nov 26, (AP): A 
■ high court judge has awarded 
damag es to a 25-year-old teacher 
who claimed a physiotherapist 
raped her. although the man has 
never been tried for the crime. 

Hie woman sued in the civil 
courts after the police charged 
the man with rape but the Crown 
Prosecution Service said there 
was insufficient evidence to try 
him for a criminal ofTense. 

It was believed to be the first 
civil I.v . u rape case with- 
out a prior conviction in a 
criminal court. 

Judge Sir Bernard Caulfield 
yesterday awarded the woman 
£25,108 (545,200), but stayed it 
pending a possible appeal. 

The judge said he believed the 
47-year-old physiotherapist 
assaulted his patient in Decem- 
ber 1 985 and raped her threedays 
later when she returned to con- 
tinue treatment for a shoulder 
injury and back pain. 

The Women Against Rape 
organisation issued a statement 
calling the ruling “a big victory.” 

“There’s a lot of rape being 
co mmi tted by men in positions of 
authority — teachers, doctors, 
lawyers, landlrods,” the 
statement said. “Obviously 
there’s something very wrong 
with the system if the case was 
originally thrown out and then a 
judge finds in favour of the 
woman.” 

During the judgement, the 
defendant sat in court with his 
head in his hands. 


17 million 
died during 
Stalin era 

MOSCOW, Nov 26, (UPI): At 
least 17 million people, victims of 
famine, bloody purges and the 
brutal farm collectivisation 
programme, perished under the 
repressive rule of dictator Josef 
Stalin, Soviet historian Roy 
Medvedev said in the Thursday 
issue of Moscow News. 

Medvedev said his estimate 
was deliberately conservative. 
“There is no offiriaJ data, it 
might never be prepared. As 
compared to the data of Western 
experts, my figures are not that 
_great and I would not like to 
^exaggerate things,” he wrote in , 
an article for the weekly news- 
paper. 

Western have- ; 

estimated tfiat at least ‘20 million “ ' 
people died under the Stalin 
regime, not including the victims 
of World War EL 

Although concrete figures in 
the Medvedev article total 17 
million, the author makes it clear 
that the figure could be even 50 
percent higher. 

The historian said, “the first 
wave of repressions came in 
1927-28, its victims being tens of 
thousands of followers of (Leon) 
Trotsky. A year later, tens of 
thousands of so-called right 
deviators followed them” and 
were executed under special 
orders 10 years later.”

In the same cemetery — 
named Al Awd after the area of 
the capital Riyadh where it is 
located — all the former kings of 
the A1 Saud dynasty lie in 
u nm arked graves. 

Kingdom 

Mohammed, who died yester- 
day at the age of 80, was the eldest 
surviving son ofKing Abdel Aziz 
A1 Saud. Mohammed was one of 
the warriors that helped his 
father unify most of the Arabian 
Peninsula into the modern king- 


dom of Saudi Arabia that he pro- 
claimed in 1932. 

King Fahd, Crown Prince 
Abdullah and visiting dignitaries 
from neighbou ring Gulf coun- 
tries led the huge gathering of 
male members ofthe royal family 
and commoners who gathered at 
the main mosque of Riyadh to 
pray over the body of Moham- 
med. 

Princes, including the crown 
prince, later shouldered the fun- 
eral bier to the hearse outside the 
mosque and joined in a motor- 
cade to the cemetery. 

Respected 

Prince Mohammed passed the 
chance to be king twice in favour 
of his younger brothers and half- 
brothers. He was dubbed the

They added that the difficulty 
in obtaining sufficient areas for 
villas for citizens obliges the 
authority to build flats instead.

RIYADH, Nov 26, (KUNA): 
National news agencies of mem- 
ber states of the Gulf Co-opera- 
tion Council (GCCj are reaching 
a collective understanding to 
serve their joint march in the field 
of information. Dr Abdullah Al 
Jassir, director general of Infor- 
mation Affairs at the GCC Gen- 
eral Secretariat said here Satur- 
day. 

Latest 

He made the remarks today on 
the occasion of the release of a 
72-page updated second edition 
of a book entitled “The GCC 
National News Agencies.” The 
book provides the latest infor- 
mation on activities of these 
agencies and their future goals. 

Dr Al Jassir said the 
secretariat is fully aware of the 
importance of national news 
agencies in projecting the GCC 
states' common hopes and 
visions. 

To realise this mission, the 
secretariat proposed a meeting of 
heads of the news agencies in the 
second half of 1984. The meeting 
led to a collective understanding 
that was blessed by the GCC 
information ministers during 
their first meeting. 

The GCC is made up of Saudi 
Arabia, Kuwait, the United 
Arab Emirates, Qatar, Bahrain 
and Oman. 

Need 

Dr Al Jassir said the 
secretariat had identified the 
need for a regional news gather- 
ing and distribution centre at the 
Bahrain-based Gulf News 
Agency to collect and recirculate 
news bulletins from these news 
agencies abroad via similar 
information centres. 

He added that the secretariat is 
encouraging the flow of informa- 
tion among the GCC states. 
Periodic reports and analyses 
cast light on developments and 
technical expertise is exchanged. 
Maximum use of the Arab 
satellite services is also being 
studied. 

“Moreover, the secretariat 
extends a helping hand to the 
spread of regional culture. Joint 
training courses in various infor- 
mation and technical spheres are 


being offered,” Dr AI Jassir said. 

The book gives detailed 
accounts of the foundation and 
functions of every national news 
agency. The GCC national news 
agencies are the Saudi Press 
Agency (SPA), the Omani News

The Qatari News Agency was 
set up in 1975 to distribute news, 
reports and analyses and shed 
light on events of national impor- 
tance. 

It sends its news to nearly 120 
subscribers worldwide. It 
collects news from its local and 
foreign correspondents, its mon- 
itoring section and other 
regional and international news 
agencies. 

QNA has daily news bulletins 
in Arabic, English, French, 
Spanish and Portuguese.

as well as its techniques. 1 have 
tried to go back to the start and 
to use photography in a dif- 
ferent way. The photographs 1 
am exhibiting in Kuwait are 
quite ample, and depend more 
on the personality of the 
photographer than on tech- 
nical devices. 

“The exhibition is entitled 
Seen from Afar, and has two 
sides. The first is the transpor- 
tation of an image through time 
and space, so that it is presen ted 
out of context. It is a different 
way of seeing an image,” he 
said. 

The second aspect is por- 
traiture. Mebusch points out, 
that unlike in painting, a 
photographic image is 
immediate. “When we take a 
picture we have to decide 
whether we are interested in 
seeing what is, or what we 
would like to be; reality, or 
image. The camera is nothing 
but an analysis of our eye, a 
black box wi Lh a lens and film.”

President’s mood 
fuels speculation

BAGHDAD, (Reuter): The 
weather forecast and the hit 
parade are back in Iraq's state- 
run newspapers for the first time 
since war with ban erupted eight 
years ago. 

It my seem a trivial matter. But 
diplomats and Iraqis themselves 
weigh up any change, no matter 
how petty, in trying to gauge how 
society will develop now that the 
guns are silent. 

A rise in the price of eggs, the 
appointment of a new minister 
and whether President Saddam 
Hussein smiles or frowns on the 
nightly television news all fuel 
speculation. 

There are glimmers of change 
in the socialist state, run very 
much from the top by Hussein 
aided by his 1 0-member 
Revolutionary Command 
Council. 

Yet diplomats differ on how 
these signs should be interpreted. 
Some say a relaxation of soda! 
controls is the inevitable result of 
economic liberalisation others 
believe a strong element of coer- 
cion will remain a fact of life for 
the foreseeable future. 

Will Saddam be able to meet 
popular aspirations unleashed 
by the end of the fighting? 

Power 

Some diplomats say the 51- 
y ear-old leader has a feel for 
power and a strong desire for 
public acclamation — what his 
ruling party calls the support of 
the masses. 

“Saddam keeps his finger on 
the public pulse," said one Mid- 
dle East envoy. “Whatever else 
his intelligence and security 


services do, they provide vital 
early warning of popular reac- 
tion to an event or policy.’ 


These diplomats cite a fresh 
recrui ting drive last month by tho 
Popular Army, which is com- 
posed — on paper at least — of 
volunteers. 

The intention, the diplomats 
say, was not to send a new batch 
of soldiers to the front but to 
create a civil force to help in 
peacetime reconstruction. 

Recruiting 

“No announcement was made 
and people just ducked for cover 
when the recruiters appeared," 
said the Arab diplomat. “When 
the authorities realised what the 
mood was, the recruiting drive 
was called off." 

This sort of pragmatic respon- 
siveness has helped keep Saddam 
in power, the diplomats believe. 

Saddam became president in 
1979 but had in effect been the 


power behind the Baath Party 
since the 1 968 revolution. 

“One thing you must know 
about the president," said an 
Iraqi businessman. “He knows 
his people very well. He knows 
what they need to keep them- 
selves going.” 

The diplomats argue that Hus- 
sein had foreseen the need to 
reform the economy and that the 
process of privatisation begun 
last year was aimed at boosting 
productivity and attracting 
foreign trade. 

The engine of economic re- 
form, they say, will eventually 
roll back at least some social con- 
trols. 

Monopoly 

“What's the point of breaking 
up the state monopoly on tour- 
ism and encouraging joint ven- 
tures with foreign firms if you 
don't give foreigners and Iraqis 
the opportunity to travel more 
freely?" asked one European 
envoy. 

Some forms of public dissent 
are punishable by long prison 
terms or execution. But on Nov 7 
Information Minister LatifNas- 
sif A1 Jassem said a free press was 
of paramount importance now 
Iraq was no longer at war. 

At Baghdad University there 
is a “freedom wall" where 
students can express grievances. 
Some newspapers now carry let- 
ters complaining about high 
prices or difficulties in obtaining 
college places. 

However, not all analysts and 
diplomats take the same view of 
possible trends in Iraq. 

“There is a private sector but it 
is likely to remain a secondary 
partner or supplicant of the 
state," argued one foreign 
political observer. 

Forces 

. Some diplomats say Iraq will 
have to maintain large and well- 
equipped armed forces even if the 
peace talks achieve a lasting set- 
tlement with Iran. 

“You can't just open the 
floodgates and have a million 
men looking for work,” said one. 

One school of thought sees 
Iraq trying to moderate its 
policies at home and abroad so it 
can assume the leadership of a 
moderate Arab alliance. 

War debt totalling some $60 
billion, coupled with the low 
price of ofl on the world market, 
should constrain Ba g hdad from 
taking radical action, some 
diplomats say. 

Others argue that economic 
difficulties could encourage Iraq 
to focus on external issues to 
divert attention from local 
grievances. 


Ethiopia yearns for 
guns to grow silent

ADDIS ABABA, (Reuter): 
Guns and hoes preoccupy Marx- 
ist Ethiopia's leaders. 

They yearn for the guns to 
grow silent in the north, where 
for 26 years government forces 
have been trying to put down 
insurrection. 

And, forced in recent years to 
seek emergency food aid abroad, 
they want farmers' hoes to clunk 
louder in a drive to meet Eth- 
iopia’s grain needs. 

A resolution adopted at a five- 
day, bi-annual meeting of the 
Central Committee of the Ruling 
Workers Party of Ethiopia last 
week identified food self-suf- 
ficiency as one of the major aims 
of the next five-year plan due to 
start in raid-1989. 

It also renewed calls for peace 
with rebels in the north, saying 
efforts to develop the economy 
can not bear full fruit unless the 
bloodshed ends. 

President Mengistu Haile 
Mariam gave the committee 
what political analysts consider a 
tittle touch of Soviet-style glas- 
nost last week by disclosing the 
burden the economy is carrying 
because of conflict in two north- 
ern provinces with the Eritrean 
Peoples liberation Front and 
the Tigray Peoples Liberation 
Front 

Mengistu said the defence 
budget had jumped 13-fold to 1.5 
billion birr ($725 million) since 
1974, when he and fellow 
military officers ousted Emperor 
Haile Selassie. 

The defence budget now 
swallows 50 per cent of the 
regular budget, said Mengistu, 
who is leader of the civilian 
government elected 14 months 
ago to take over from the prov- 
iaoaal military administration, 
wfafcfa he also headed. 


The economy as measured by 
Gross Domestic Product (GDP) 
had by contrast grown only 1.9 
per cent a year over the past 
decade, be said. 

This is well below the three per 
cent growth he mentioned for the 
population, currently 47 million 
people, and the 6.4 per cent GDP 
annual growth envisaged in the 
so-called 10-year perspective 
plan instituted in 1984. 

Mengistu attributed the slugg- 
ishness in the economy to the war 
effort and a fall in the peasant- 
dominated farm activity on 
which 89 per cent of the popula- 
tion rely for a livelihood and 
which accounts for 44 per cent of 
GDP. 

Ethiopia, after famine in 1 984/ 
85 which killed several thousand 
people and drought in 1987 
which prompted an appeal for 
emergency food aicl for 5.2 
million at risk, enjoyed bumper 
rains and crops this year. 

The UN Food and Agriculture 
Organisation (FAO) has ten- 
tatively estimate! grain harvests 
wall be 1 6 per cent higher than last 
year at 7.0 million tonnes. 

But the speed at which the 
ulation is growing means 
opia has over 1 .4 million new 
tns to feed each year. 

Shortages 

Hie Centra] Committee also 
offered foreign and local 
businessmen a bigger role in the 
state-run economy, in a further 
easing of rigid centrally planned 
policy which critics say have con- 
tributed to the food shortages. 

Last December it raised 
producer prices for farmers and 
relaxed controls over private 
farm trade which persuaded the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity and the World Bank to release 
development funds frozen for 
years because of policy differen- 
ces.

Jayewardene besieged by both sides

COLOMBO, (Reuter): Violence 
sweeping Sri I -an lea will soon 
plunge the country into anarchy 
unless urgent action is taken to 
halt it, politicians and leading 
citizens say. 

The government of President 
Junius Jayewardene is besieged 
by both sides of the ethnically 
divided nation. Guerrillas of the 
minority Tamil co mmuni ty are 
pressing ahead with an armed 
campaign for an independent 
homeland in the north and 
radical youths of the majority 
Sinhalese community have gone 
on a spree of killin g and destruc- 
tion in southern parts of the 
Indian Ocean island. 

Resignation 

In its latest report, police said 
the Sinhalese-dominated Peo- 
ple's Liberation Front shot dead 
18 people on Tuesday. The 
government has accused the 
Marxist group of killin g more 
than 600, mostly supporters of 
the ruling United National 
Party, since the signing of an 
accord in July last year between 
Sri Lanka and India aimed at 
ending the Tamil revolt. 


Sri Lanka plunging towards anarchy 


The Marxists are demanding 
the government’s resignation, 
citing mismanagement and the 
presence of 50,000 Indian troops 
who were sent to enforce the 
accord and disarm the fighters of 
the Liberation Tigers of Tamil 
Eelam. 

Former Prime Minister Sirima 
Bandaranaikc told Jayewardene 
this week that essential services 
had been disrupted and an 
increasing number of political 
killings and other violence had 
caused fear and insecurity. 

“If this trend continues. It will 
pave the way to total anarchy 
quite soon,” Bandaranaike said 
in a letter to Jayewardene. 

The leader of a group of lead- 
ing ertizens who arc trying to help 
find a solution to ethnic and 
ideological strife said lawlessness 
was widespread and creeping 
into the capital, Colombo. 

“We are on the verge of anar- 
chy,” stated Brigadier S.D.N. 
Hapugalle, president of the 
National Amity Movement, at a 
meeting of the group on Tuesday 


night. 

Leading businessmen and 
professionals, who manage and 
control the country's wealth, are 
the latest to join calls for the 
government's immediate resig- 
nation. 

Dissolved 

“Parliament should be dis- 
solved immediately. Not that it 
wall resolve the problem. But, it 
will be a step towards a solu- 
tion,” said Neville Kanakaratne, 
a former ambassador to Washin- 
gton and Moscow. 

His view is shared by the Budd- 
hist, Christian and Islamic 
clergy, opposition political 
groups, trade unionists, 
academics, students, profession- 
als and businessmen. 

They are demanding the 
immediate dissolution of 
parliament, the announcement 
of dates for simultaneous 
presidential and general elec- 
tions and the setting up of an 
interim national government 
with oppoation representatives 
to conduct the voting. 


Presidential elections are 
scheduled for Dec 19, but voting 
for parliament is not due until 
August next year. 

Jayewardene has agreed to dis- 
solve parliament and form a 
national interim government 
with the condition that front 
leader Rohana Wijeweera. along 
with other opposition represen- 
tatives, join the caretaker admin- 
istration. 

Wijeweera has not responded. 

Dissolution 

“Every section of the people of 
this country wants a dissolution 
of parliament. Give the country a 
chance,** pleaded Dr D!R. 
Karunaratne, president of 
17,000-member Organisation of 
Professional Associations. 

Karunaratne, a consultant 
paediatrician and director of the 
country's leading children's hos- 

S ital, said some areas of southern 
ri Lanka were like ghost towns. 
Residents said there were daily 
“political killings” electricity 
and water supplies disrupted for 
days, schools closed for more 


than a month, offices, shops and 
hanirs open on and off, road and 
rail transport scarce. 

The government has blamed 
what it rails “southern subver- 
sives" for the violence. Itis a term 
used to describe members of the 
Front and its silly, the Patriotic 
People's Movement. 

Condemn 

The Sinhalese youths have 
condemned the accord signed by 
Jayewardene and Indian Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi as a sell- 
out to India and the Tamils 
because of concessions it has 
given to the minority commun- 
ity, who make up about 12 per 
cent ofthe 1 6 million population. 

Political analysts say the elec- 
tion of new provincial council at 
the weekend to give Tamils con- 
trols over some of their affairs is 
unlikely to end the five-year-old 
separatist campaign. The Tigers 
rejected last year's accord and 
have vowed to continue fight- 
ing. 

A series of strikes and demon- 
strations organised by the Marx- 


ists during the past two months 
has at times crippled the country. 
The government has accused 
Fipnt members of destroying 
electrical transformers, blasting 
railway tracks and setting fire to 
buses. 

Suspended 

The lucrative tourist industry 
has been suspended. The govern- 
ment was forced to fly out 
thousands of foreign 
holidaymakers because it feared 
they ought be endangered. 

Wijeweera said security forces 
and an alleged private Army of 
the ruling party he called “Green 
Tigers" had killed political 
opponents, including members 
of his group. 

The government has denied 
the accusations and ruling party 
chairman Ranjan Wijeratne 
said, “there are no Green 
Tigers:” 

Wijeweera, who once studied 
in Moscow, has been in hiding 
since his party was accused of 
involvement in violent anti- 
Tamil riots in 1983.

SEOUL, (Reuter): Chun Dob 
Hwan, former president ofSouth 
Korea, has seen his name drag- 
ged through the mud, his rural 
home set afire, relatives arrested, 
and jailed and thousands in the 
streets demanding his and his 
wife's execution. 

Other former leaders have not 
been so lucky. 

The question of what to do 
with the unpopular former 
leader finds no ready answer in 
Korea's turbulent history, which 
shows the lives of many rulers 
ended in exile or assassination or 
both. 

The rule of King Uijong of 
Koryo, the dynasty that united 
the peninsula, was brought to an 
untimely end in 1170 when a 
military escort killed everyone in 
royal procession except the king, 
who was banished to a southern 
island and later murdered. 

Cruel 

Taejong, third king of the Yi 
Dynasty which ruled for 500 
years until the Japanese colon- 
ised the. peninsula, came to 
power in 1401 by killing his 
brother, then heir-apparenL 

A descendant, Yonsan, made 
himself a name as the cruel king 
by “being a tyrant, marrying his 
aunt, leading a lustful life, 
embezzling and in short never 
functioning as a king,” one 
South Korean college instructor 
said. 

Yonsan was demoted to prince 
and sent to exile and eventual 
death in a prisoners’ colony. 

Deposed 

Chun faces growing public 
hatred because or alleged abuses 
of power and massive corruption 
during his eight-year rule. He is . 
accused of embezzlement, allow- 
ing relatives to get rich using his 
influence and ordering the Army 
to crush a 1980 revolt in Kwan- 
gju. 

Now he is powerless and vul- 
nerable. “This is the first time 


ui his misfortune 


since Yonsan we've had such a 
chance to punish a ruler,” the 
instructor said. 

In modern history, only Syng- 
man Rhee, president from 1948 
to 1960, has had to face the con- 
sequences of his rule. After he 
was deposed in a student upris- 
ing, Rhee was allowed to retire to 
a private home and later was 
smuggled out of the country. 

President Park Chung-Hee 
was assassinated in 1979 and two 
o thers ruled for only a short time 
before they were ousted in 
military coups. 

“Chun and Rhee have some- 
thing in common in that they 
were criticised and hated by 
some. But Rhee was at least an 
admired revolutionary,” said a 
South Korean historian. 

“I should say in this case the 
sentiment of missing a great per- 
son is missing. With Rhee, even 
among the critics there was some 
sympathy,” he said_ 

“Chun was never considered a 
great patriot. This is going to be a 
whole new example in South 
Korean history,” the instructor 
said. 

Trial 

Many South Koreans want 
Chun to stand trial but the ruling 
party and his embarrassed suc- 
cessor Roh Tae-Woo have said 
that, if he apologises for his mis- 
deeds and gives back any funds 
he received illepUy, be can go 
and live “in seclusion" in the 
countryside under immunity 
from prosecution. 

Chun seemed set to do just that 
at a news conference on Wednes- 
day. The announcement was 
delayed because Chun was look- . 
ing for a suitably safe place to go 
after his birthplace was firebom- 
bed earlier this month. 


One South Korean columnist 
found a historical precedent for 
Chun's situation in the people’s 
angeragainst ancient ruler Yoon 
Won-Hyong and his mistress 
Nanjong, who avoided trial but 
were harassed until they commit- 
ted suicide. 

Mobbed 

“Once stripped of their power, 
(they) were mobbed by those 
who gathered wherever they 
went. The people jeered and 
threw broken roof tiles or stones 
at the duo,” the column quoted a 
1 565 diary as saying. 

“It appears Korean justice is at 
a crossroads," the column said, 
“One road leads to modernisa- 
tion of our legal practices while 
the other will put us back to our 
ancient way of punishing people 
without triaL”

ALGIERS: For many young 
Algerians, such as Rashid, an 
unemployed high school 
dropout from the working class 
district of Bab-el-Oued, the 
words “revolution” and “social- 
ism” mean tittle. 

“This country is run by des 
grosses tetes (big heads),” he 
says. “They have kept power for 
themselves and left us with noth- 
ing. That's what socialism and 
revolution mean here.” 

As with tens of thousands of 
youths in Algiers, the capital, 
and other towns, Rashid par- 
ticipated in last month's riot 
against high prices, unem- 
ployment, and the ruling party's 
monopoly of power. Burning 
and looting, the rioters attacked 
symbols of party authority: 
government offices, state banks 
and shops — even bus stops. 

“We want things to change 
because right now there is no 
future for us. The best thing to do 
is leave,” he explains as he guides 
a visitor through the downtown 
streets of this Mediterranean 
port city. Groups of jobless

More than a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, the hard-line 
revolutionaries of socialist 
Algeria's ruling National 
Liberation Front (FLN) won a 
bloody seven-and-a-half-year 
struggle for independence from 
colonial France. 

But today, die FLN — a one- 
party dictatorship whose princi- 
ples once included liberty, equal 
opportunity, and a new 
democratic future — seems to 
have lost the confidence of the 
very people for whom the revolu- 
tion was fought the country's 
youth. 

The overwhelming majority of 
Algerians (over two-thirds are 
under the age of 25) were bom. 
after the war. And most have 
become disillusioned with the 
socialist government, which has 
been unable to remedy a down- 
ward economic spiral begun by 
falling oil prices in 1985.

The FLN’s reluctance to 
encourage other parties is 
twofold, noted one senior Wes- 
tern European diplomat.

But some diplomats warn that 
if the FLN fads to acknowledge 
Algeria's growing thirst for 
political change, the country’s 
Islamic organizations could 
eventually step in as an alter- 
native.

Bolivian justice system steeped in corruption

LA PAZ. Bolivia, (AP): US and 
Bolivian authorities say corrup- 
tion of police, military and court 
officials by cocaine traffickers is 
rampant despite government 
efforts to contain it. They fear 
drug money will influence the 
outcome of upcoming national 
elections. 

Jorge Alderrete, Interior Min- 
istry Undersecretary for Drug 
Enforcement, and other Bolivian 
authorities told the Associated 
Press they suspected drug traf- 
fickers would help finance some 
campaigns, including the contest 
for president. 

“Drug related corruption has 
become endemic, in certain law 
enforcement circles, and drug 
traffickers will no doubt try to 
influence the elections scheduled 
for May,” Alderrete said in a 
recent interview. 

A Congressman, Fernando 
Salazar, said “drug traffickers 
offer financing, and this provides 
the (financial) base for political 
campaigns that must spend large 
sums on television advertising.'' 

“Money coming from traffick- 
ing will be a contending fetor" in 
the elections,” Salazar predicted. 

Bolivians will vote next May 
on a successor to President Vic- 
tor Paz Estenssoro and for a new 
Congress. With substantial US 
assistance. Paz Estenssoro's 3- 
y ear-old conservative govern- 
ment has waged a firm but uphill 
battle against a cocaine industry 
that reaps an estimated $500 
million in yearly profits. 

Some, previous governments 
are alleged to have collaborated 
dosely with drug kingpins. US 
authorities believe , a 1980 


military coup that installed Luis 
Garcia Meza asprcsident was 
financed by traffickers. Garda 
Meza's powerful Interior Mini- 
ster, Luis Arce Gomez, now a 
fugitive, was indicted in the 
United States for cocaine smug- 
gling and also feces similar char- 
ges at home. 

The Garda Meza government 
lasted a year, and the country 
returned to democratic rule in 
1982. 

According to Bolivian 
officials, tales of corruption 
abound in a web of complidty 
among traffickers, policemen, 
soldiers and court Officials that 
spreads out from the coca-grow- 
ing and processing regions east of 
La Paz, the country's capital. 

In September, police caught 
an alleged trafficker, Marcelo 
Nunez del Prado, in a pickup 
truck they say was loaded with 
510 kgs (1,125 pounds) of coca 
paste m the Chapare region. US 
Drug Enforcement Administra- 
tion agents working in Bolivia 
describe Nunez del Prado as one 
of thecoun try’s biggest dealers in 
paste, which is made from 
mashed coca leaves and is refined 
into cocaine. 

When Nunez del Prado was 
jailed in the city of Cochabamba, 
it took police 20 days to pass the 
case to the district attorney ins- 
tead of the normal two to three 
days. The original police report 
was altered and after a 10-minute 
hearing a district attorney, Nora 
Vasquez de Montoya, released 
him for lack of evidence. 

The suspected trafficker 
quickly disappeared and is now a 
fugitive. Vasquez de Montoya 
has been arrested and faces char- 
ges of illegally freeing him for a 
bribe, Alderrete said. 


It was one of many examples 
he recounted. 

Cochabamba, in the eastern 
foothills of the Andes, is con- 
sidered the gateway to the 
Chapare, a jungle area the size of 
Belgium where 80 per cent of the 
country’s coca is grown. Several 
police and military officials 
assigned to the area are alleged to 
have provided protection to traf- 
fickers in return for payments of 
about $1 0,000 to $1 5,000 a week. 

Gen. Gustavo Arrazola, chief 
of the Army’s biraest regiment, 
and four other officers were dis- 
honourably discharged in 
October. They were accused by 
the government of protecting a 
clandestine airstrip from which, 
during a three-month period, 
3,600 kgs (7,900 pounds) of coca 
paste worth at least $10 million 
were smuggled out of the region. 

Poorly-paid policemen see a 
payoff in the Chapare as a 
reward for service in the remote 
region, authorities say. Alth- 
ough their salaries do not exceed 
$400, many policemen leave after 
a brief assignment as rich men. 

When a private loan institu- 
tion collapsed in La Paz last year, 
among the list of people who lost 
their deposits were 17 Bolivian 
policemen, including a top drug- 
enforcement officer. Each had 
between $100,000 and $150,000 
in the bank, according to govern- 
ment records. 

Alderrete said be often tries to 
change police assignments to dis- 
courage corruption. 

In addition, according to 
Interior Minister Juan Carlos 
Duran, an increased US presence 
since 1986, including 30 US drag 
enforcement, and border patrol 
agents who often work with local 
police, has made bribery of 


Bolivian officers more difficult. 

The US assistance is helping 
stem some of the drug produc- 
tion and smuggling. In October, 
Bolivian anti-drug police and US 
agents raided and destroyed 12 
major cocaine processing 
laboratories in the jungle. 

Two men arrested at one ofthe 
labs, the biggest and most 
modem ever to be discovered, 
testified that they worked for 
fugitive trafficker Jorge Roca 
Suarez, said Duran. 

Ironically, bribery of court 
officials is increasing as the US- 
backed raids have increased 
Duran told the AP. “Since we 
have become much more effec- 
tive at interdiction, traffickers 
are now corrupting the judicial 
system and making us waste time 
amssting traffickers who later 

will be released by the courts "he 

said. 

A US embassy official in La 
Paz conceded, “some ofthe gains 
made on the interdiction side 
have been affected by problems 
m the judicial system.” 

In a bid to stifle thecorruption 
a tough anti-drug law passed in 
August rails forsetting up special 
three-judge panels dedicated 
exclusively to handling drue 
cases. The theory is three jude*| 
wdl be tougher to suborn thS 
one.

LORD Lichfield, globe-trot- 
ting photographer and now 
also editor of the world's 
ultimate style guide is as you 
would expect, impeccably dres- 
sed. 

His crisp cotton Ralph 
Lauren shirt is perfect, his hand 
made leather shoes exquisite. 
But then he stretches out his 
legs and reveals he is wearing 
odd socks. 

There was no doubt they 
were the best designer socks, 
but one was black, the other 
blue. Seeing the funny side of 
his faux pas, the connoisseur of 
style leans back in his ofTtce 
chair and says: “Good God. 
that is funny. Isn't that sup- 
posed to be lucky? 

“I've never consciously 
boughl blue. It just shows my 
eyesight is going.'' 

So where does Patrick Lich- 
field buy his socks? And which' 
Far Eastern hotel that he 
knows offers a choice of seven 
types of pillow? And where 
would you find the best toffee in 
the world? 

The answers are in Lich- 
field's new book. Connroisier's 
Book of the Best*. 

As an arbiter of style it would 
be difficult to find anyone more 
knowledgeable than the Earl of 
Lichfield, cousin of the Queen. 
His life as a photographer and 
indefatigable globe-trotter 
means travelling 300,000 miles. 
(480,000 km) a year, spending 
about 200 nights in hotels and 
never knowing what it is like to 
have a quiet mgjht in. 

For years he has kept a 
notebook of his exclusive tips. 
Now these, and the expert 
advice of other style-setters 
such as soap queen Joan 
Collins, designer Giorgio 
Armani and model Marie 
Helvin. have been published in 
what Lichfield lovingly calls his 
“telephone directory'’. 

Perched on an office stool at 
his studio in Oxford Gardens, 
London. Lichfield says: “It's 
amazing how the book has 
taken off. I expected it to be a 
reasonable airport read, but I 
now use it, quite seriously, as a 
telephone directory.” 

While the 49-year-old 
photographer was signing 
copies of tne book in London's 
stop store Harrods recently, a 
man slapped a bag of smelly 
fish down in front of him. Lich- 
field recalls: “I said, 'What's 
that?', and he said, ‘Those are

And is the best usually only a 
luxury that the rich and famous 
can afford? “Not at all.** says 
Lichfield. “It is true that in 
many cases the two go hand in 
hand. You certainly aren't 
going to find the best hotel in 
the world is a cheap one. 

"But what we've tried to do 
in the book is to suggest some 
bargains, particularly with res- 
taurants. We also list the best 
views in the world, which are of 


course free.' 

For Lichfield, the ultimate 
hold is the Mandarin Oriental 
in Hong Kong, said to tuv e the 
most comfortable beds in the 
world with its soft linen sheets. 

Lichfield explains: ‘*il‘s a 
wonderful amalgam of a 
modern hotel and an old- 
fashioned one. !i has old- 
fashioned standards but with 
modem technology, and of 
course superb service from the 
Orientals. 

But Lichfield's favourite res- 
taurant is a long way from the 
hurly burly of the Orient. 
Tucked away in the Oxford- 
shire countryside. Lc Manor 
Aux Quat' Saisons is also 
favoured by romantic novelist 
Barbara Cart land and- com- ■ 
poser Andrew Lloyd Webber | 

Lichfield, who eats out vir- 
tually every day. says: “I do 
tend to like eating well in the j 
country rather than in London. . 
It's just something about the 
ambience.” 

And while most inter- 
national businessmen might 
vow never to leave their arm- 
chair after years of travelling. 
Lichfield still gets a buzz in the 
morning when he has to travel 
somewhere. Often it is just for 
the day. to New York, on his j 
favourite aircraft Concorde. , 

He says: “I think anyone [ 
who is blase about Concorde 1 
should not travel, because it is 1 
wonderful. I 

"There v ou arc 1 1 miles 1 1 7.6 ! 
km) up. flying at the speed of a 
rifle bullet, enjoying a glass of 
wine and a delicious meal ” 

Lichfield gets to stay at his 
8.000-acre estate at Shug- 1 
borough Hall in Staffordshire 
about 25 times a year. He is an 
avid gardener and to relax will 
plant another oak tree in his 
vast arboretum. “I sometimes 
talk to the trees and I curse 
them too.” he says. *‘I collect 
oaks, but when you buy them 
they are so stnall y ou can't pos- 
sibly tell which variety they are 

“Then when you think 
you’ve got a bit of exotica it 
grows into a plain old English j 
oak. So 1 sometimes gel a bit 
cross with the nurserymen, but 
always 1 take it out on the 
oaks.” 

Lichfield goes to Holland to 
find the best oaks, and if he 
hadn't become a photographer 
says he would like to have been 
a tree surgeon.

You might not think so from the 
bidding and play, but this hand 
cropped up in the finals of the Van- 


derbilt Knockout Team Champion- 
ship. North's bid of four diamonds 
showed a club fit and singleton dia- 
mond. South intended his bid of 
four no trump as Blackwood; North 
read it as a natural bid and elected to 
pass since be felt he had shown ev- 
erything he had. The final contract 
could best be described as 
“inelegant.” 

West led the king of diamonds, 
and East signaled encouragement 
with the nine. Now your Aunt Fan- 
ny would collect the first six tricks 
by simply continuing with a high 
diamond. Unfortunately for East, it 
was not that good lady sitting oppo- 
site him, but a fellow expert. 

After giving the matter consider- 
able thought, West decided to place 
his partner with Q-9-x in the suit 
and declarer with J-x-x. If he now 
continued with ace of diamonds and 
another, East would win the queen 
and be unable to get West back on 
lead to enable him to cash his three 
long diamonds. 

There was a simple solution to 
West’s problem. He led a low dia- 
mond to the second trick! A delight- 
ed South gathered in the queen and 
cashed out the rest of the tricks. To 
misquote Alexander Pope: “Too 
much learning can be a very danger- 
ous thing!”

Clergy, Aquino at odds over 
birth-control programme

MANILA: A back-room battle 
within the Philippine govern- 
ment over its birth-control 
programme has erupted into an 
open feud in this largely Roman 
Catholic country. 

Both sides agree on the need to 
reduce a rapid population 
growth rate. But each is trying to 
sway the public on different 
birth-control methods as well as 
influence President Corazon 
Aquino, who remains largely 
noncommittal on the issue. 

Manila’s Catholic archbishop, 
Jaime Cardinal Sin, ordered a 
pastoral letter on population to 
be read in all the church's pulpits. 
In it, he denounces the use of 
contraceptives, but advocates 
“natural” prevention. 

He also warns against taking 
responsibility for sex education 
away fromparents — an attempt 
to fend off a move in Congress 
for m&ndatory birth-control 
education. 

The letter — timed to coun- 
teract a conference on popula- 
tion control that begins today 
and will be attended by mapy of 
the nation’s legislators — high- 
lights the church’s ’increasing 
confidence that it can dominate 
the debate on this sensitive topic. 

The church, which claims 
more than 80 per cent of all 
Filipinos among its faithful, 
tolerated an active government 
birth-control programme under 
former President Ferdinand 
Marcos — as long as abortion 
was not advocated. Under Mr 
Marcos, family planning centres 
were set up in most towns, 
sometimes next to Catholicchur- 
ches. 


But after helping Mrs Aquino, the church, that the government 
who is a devout Catholic, come work to improve people's Uveli- 
to power in 1986, the church has hood, health, and nutrition first, 
shifted to campaigning strongly as these will be the best incentives 


against all contraceptives. Just 
the same, Cardinal Sin does give 
tacit support forpopulation con- 
trol, referring in his letter to 
regulating birth as “just one 
aspect of responsible parenth- 
ood." The letter also railed on 
the medical profession and 
government to actively promote 
“patural family planning." 

Pressure 

Most of the church's political 
pressure up to now has been 
behind the scenes, with Cardinal 
Sin using his contacts with Mrs 
Aquino. 

Except for the church leaders, 
the major participants in the 
debate have been women. The 
President’s sister-in-law, Rep. 
Teresila Aquino-Oreto, and Sen. 
Leticia Ramos-Shahani are 
sponsoring today's forum for 
Congress. Joining them on the 
pro-contraceptive side is Sotito 
Monsod, head of the National 
Economic and Development 
Authority. 

According to advocates of 
family p lanni ng, a fast-growing 
population and depletion of 
natural resources pose serious 
dangers ro the economy and 
thwart attempts to stem the com- 
munist insurgency. An estimated 
40 per cent of the population is 
below the age ofl 5. 

On the church’s side is the head 
of the government's Population 
Commission, Mita Pardo de 
Tavera. who is also secretary of 
Social Services and Develop- 
ment. 

’ Last June, just before Aquino 
met with the Pope in Rome, Mrs 
Pardo de Tavera released the 
commisison's live-year popula- 
tion plan.

Nuclear agreement 
‘hazy, inconsistent’ 


THE problem of proving that 
nuclear weapons are stored 
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away from the issue of con- 
traceptives and sterilization, and 
make the Population Commis- 
sion redundant and powerless.

Aquino, wbo needs the chur- 
ch’s support and rarely tackles 
long-term social problems, has 
not thrown her weight to either 
side. She has stayed above the 
issue, which has split her 
Cabinet, much as in debate on 
the future of United States 
military presence here. 

The population plan, which 
does not bear her signature, 
shows an ambiguous com- 
promise between the contending 
factions under her. And the lack 
of leadership from the top has 
reduced birth-control efforts in 
the Philippines, say its 
advocates. 

Still, they admit, whether birth 
control succeeds in any town or 
village oflen depends more on 
local health activists and the 
local priest than on any policy 
from Manila.

Marcos 
‘seriously ill’ 

HONOLULU: A spokesman for 
Ferdinand Marcos said recently 
the deposed Philippine strong- 
man was seriously ill and might 
be physically unable to obey 
court orders to turn over bank 
records and be fingerprinted. 

Asked to describe the busted 
ruler's illness, Marcos spokes- 
man. ■

know for sure.” 

Doctors have said Marcos suf- 
fers from a condition that causes 
calcium deposits to form on his 
knees and makes it difficult for 
him to walk. A year ago he under- 
went an operation for the 
removal of a non-malignant 
tumour, a Honolulu hospital 
spokeswoman said. 


KALIBO, Aldan — President. 
Aquino appealed anew to land- 
owners to support the govern- 
ment's land reform programme 
as she expressed disappointment 
over its slow implementation in 
some areas. 

The President sounded her call 
in a speech during the inaugura- 
tion of the Agri Tech Centre at 
the Aklan Agricultural Training 
Institute. 

Ms Aquino noted the slow 
pace in the implementation of the 
Comprehensive Agrarian 
‘ Reform Programme (CARP) in 
certain provinces, such as 
Antique and Aklan, after dis- 
tributing some 2,500 emancipa- 
tion patents to farmers of Wes- 
tern Visayas. 

Of the total patents she dis- 
tributed, Antique and Aklan 
only accounted for 54 and 129 
emancipation patents, respec- 
tively, while 1,442 went to far- 
mers in Capiz, 588 in Iloilo and 
300 in Negros Occidental. 

“I appeal to the landowners to 
open their minds to agrarian 
reform and extend their eventual 
co-operation,” Ms. Aquino said. 

“This programme is not just 
for the landless, it is for everyone 
who wishes to see the emergences 
of a progressive and stable coun- 
try." 

The President said her admin- 
istration aims to complete at 
least the first phase of CARP, 
which covers rice and com lands, 
idle and abandoned lands, lands 
voluntarily surrendered to the 
programme by the owners, fore- 
closed and sequestered lands. 

She stressed, however, that 
while her term can only cover the 
initial phase of the programme, 
“we have moved almost 30 times 
faster than the previous govern- 
ment which was a dictatorship." 

“Our pride in this accomplish- 
ment is Qualified by the slowness 
in the implementation here in 
Aklan where we have distributed 
the second to the lowest number 
jof patents among the 'four 

E rovinces. Antique is the 
west,” she said. 

The President said that in 
other parts of the country, more 
rind more land-owners arcbeghr- 
ning -XQ- recogttwK :the overall 
“• Advantages of willing co-opera- 
1 tion in the programme.

Filipino scientists had earlier 
said that they are not yet capable 
of detecting the presence of 
nuclear weapons at US military 
facilities in the Philippines. 

Foreign Affairs Secretary 
Raul Manglapus had earlier 
been quoted as saying that the 
agreement he signed with US 
Secretary ofState George Shultz 
ended the US policy of complete 
silence on nuclear weapons. 

The Manglapus-Shultz agree- 
ment states that the consent of 
the Philippines is required if the 
US government wants its ships 
and planes to visit or fly over any 
part of the country. 

Guingona said Reagan's 
statement and the text of the 
Manglapus-Shultz agreement 
are hazy and inconsistent. 

Many senators said they are 
wary of the Manglapus-Shultz 


agreement because it reportedly 
vfoiates the policy of the Philip- 
pine government against the 
existence of nuclear weapons in 
its territory, as provided for by 
the Constitution. 

Majority of the 23-man Senate 
voted “yes” to Lhe anti-nuclear 
weapons bill sponsored by Sen- 
ators Wigberto Tanada and 
Aquilino Pimentel Jr. 

The bill has gathered dust at 
the House of Representatives 
since its passage in the Senate last 
June, observers said. 

Sen. Juan Ponce Entile des- 
cribed the provision on the visit 
ofUS military ships and theover- 
flighi of US military planes as 
one of the most “dangerous” 
items in the Manglapus-Shultz 
agreement. 

Several senators had earlier 
chided Manglapus and 
Malacanang for failing to con- 
sult the Senate before Man- 
glapus was allowed to go to 
Washington. D.C. to sign the 
agreement. 

They considered the 
agreement a "very sensitive and 
important foreign relation mat- 
ter" that eventually affects the 
future of the country. 

Enrile, the lone opposition in 
the Senate, had earlier told news- 
men he was not invited by the 
Senate leadership to a briefing on 
the agreement at a Makati build- 
ing. 

Sen. Leticia Ramos Shahani. 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, had- 
earlier said that only 10 senators 
attended the Manglapus brief- 
ing. 


Tourists are back again 


PHILIPPINE tourism has 
staged a vigorous rebound this 
year after a long slide caused by 
political turmoil, as the govern- 
ment expects one million arrivals 
for the first time since 1 980. 

Tourism officials said they 
were praying for the boom to last 
and shuddered at the slightest 
sign of a fresh crisis that could 
once again scare foreigners off. 

American, Japanese, Hong 
Kong and. Taiwan tourists are 
filling hotels and making a 
beeline tc* restaurants here. aod 
die invasion is straining trans- 
port, communication and 
accommodation in some areas. 

The tourism department said 1 
there were 564,000 arrivals in the 
first seven months of the year, up 
20 per cent over the same period 
last year, while luxury hotels in 
Manila are enjoying 72 per cent 
room occupancy. 

Arrivals remained high even in 
the usually lean third qurater, 
and the Christmas season holds 


more promise as foreigners flee 
winter at home for this tropical 
archipelago, boasting some of 
the world's finest beaches and a 
people reputed for lavish hosp- 
itably. 

“We’re just getting back what 
is due us," Tourism Under- 
secretary Narzalina Lim told 
Agence France-Presse, adding 
that despite the recovery, “We 
have to improve our image fur- 
ther."

LAST March, in the hot and 
humid summer nights, Western 
Police District operatives, on 
orders of Brig. Gen. Alfredo 
Lim, cracked down on suspected 
prostitution fronts in Ermita. 

The drive was so intense and 
relentless that media picked it up 
and the public enthusiasm was 
once again focused on the plight 
of women who are supposed to 
be in the “entertainment busi- 
ness." 

Bar workers and specially, pub 
owners, panicked and frantically 
searched for ways to stop .‘he 
obvious threat to their liveli- 
hood. 

With the blessings of no other 
than President Aquino herself 
and his Eminence, Jaime Car- 
dinal Sin, the drive went on quite 
vigorously despite cries of 
human rights violations and 
other legal flaws. 

Many predicted that in just a 
matter of time, Ermita would die 
in a natural death. 

But 1988 is about to close, the 
once humid and thin air had tur- 
ned to a chilly wind, and still 
there stands Ermita, still breath- 


ing with life. 

Lt. Col. Robert Barbers, 
WPD-ISAD chief, who was 
tasked by Lim to carry out the- 
campaign, called it a stalemate. 

However, one does not need 
statistics to dispute such claim. A 
keen observer will readily recog- 
nise that life in Ermita underwent

Bold shows and prostitution in 
pub houses still exist. According 
to several hospitality girls 
interviewed many of them still go 
out with foreign customers. 

The difference actually is that 
criminal elements only became 
more discreet and careful in their 
operations. 

Already, charges of police 
corruptions have been floating 


around Ermita. A bar owner who 
refused to be identified said a 
ranking police officer had asked 
her S 1,000 in exchange for 
unhampered operation. 

Several other pub owners have

An official of the Ermita 
Workers Association, when 
interviwed, expressed dismay 
over how cops conduct their 
raids. According to him, there 
exists a bias in the manner of 
selecting which blobs are to be 
raided each night. 

He pointed out that at least 
twenty or so “notorious clubs are 
raided almost daily by police 
while others, for unknown 
reasons, are rarely raided. 

A classic example of this is the 
Moulin Rouge in UN Avenue. 
At one time, when cops belong- 
ing to other units raided the pub, 
no less than Barbers himself 
came to the rescue of the dub. 

So many have been recom- 
mended for closure, but inspite 
of this, one can conn t thro ugh his 
fingers the numbers of dubs that

said failure. 

One of the factors that con- 
tributed to the failure of the cam- 
paign, observers noted is the 
Failure of the WPD leadership to 
unite their men in the cause and 
made them understand the moral 
implications of the campaign to 
government. 

When a policeman is asked 
about his opinion on the cam- 
paign, he could only say “sum- 
musunod langpo kaum sa utos.” 

The result of the half-hearted 
effort is always a failure. 

A lot of other reasons hindered 
the success of the Ermita cam- 
paign. But the more pressing 
among them is the failure of the 
authorities to find new means of 
livelihood and economic alter- 
natives for the displaced Ermita 
people 

Because prostitution is only 
the symptom and not the disease, 
as e*ie observer putit, no amount 
of effort can really stop it unless 
tackled ‘‘-—.I ;ts roots. 

Ermita being the “show-win- 
dow" of Lhe entertainment busi- 
ness in Manila, stands as a 
challenge to our law enforcers. If 
it cannot be done in Ermita, it 
cannot be done anywhere.

$3 billion 
windfall

FILIPINO worker* stand to get 
as much as S3 billion in refunds 
for premium contributions to a 
Saudi social insurance plan,, 
labour officials said last week . - 

In a telex from Riyadh to fhie- 
Home Office, Philippine labour 
attache Abraham Malli said he 
was informed by Ali AJ Allan, 
director-general of Saudi 
Arabia's Government Office 
Service Insurance (GOSH, that 
his office is now accepting 
applications for refund of 
premiums. 

Malli said Filipinos who have 
worked in Saudi Arabia are 
expected to receive an average erf 
S 2. 500 each. 

Jose Sarmiemo. overseas . 
workers' welfare administrator, . 
however, said it might take 
Riyadh five years to process the 
claims since it will also entertain 
refund applications of other 
expatriate workers from Pakis- 
tan, India. Jordan and Egypt 

Sarmiento said this is the first 
time Riyadh will entertain 
refund claims since 3 royal decree 
in February last year ordered a 
stop to the collection of GOSI 
contributions. 

The Saudi government 
insurance plan, which is similar 
to our Social Security System, 
requires expatriate workers to 
pay five percent of their monthly 
salary as their premium con- 
tribution.

THE Philippine Overseas : 
Employment Administration 
(POEA) said recently that the 
repatriation of two domestic hel- 
pers who worked for a relative of 
a top Iraqi official has been 
negotiated successfully after 
almost seven months of media- 
tion and conciliation efforts. 

Their airline tickets were don- 
ated by the Philippine embassy 
staff in Baghdad and other 
Filipino workers in Iraq as 
Cayabyab and Malolos' Iraqi . 
employers refused to pay for. 
their air fare after the two left 
their jobs before expiration ’of 
their contracts. 

The Cayabyab and Malolos 
case has : >een on the POEA files 
since last March. 

Relatives of the two workers ■ 
sought the help of the POEA for 
their repatriation after com- 
plaining of alleged maltreat- 
ment, long working hours, poor 
provisions, and very low salaries. 

.After several communication 
with Baghdad labour attache 
Bulyok Nilong, the POEA lear- 
ned that Cayabyab and Malolos' 
employer was willing to release 
toe workers if replacements 
would be provided. Reports at 
the POEA said NUong secured 
Bangladeshi replacements for 
the two Filipino domestic hel- 
pers.

Useful 
tips on 
avoiding 
seafood 
hazards 


SEAFOOD has its own special 
food-poison hazards. Among 
the common organisms that 
can cause contamination are 
dguatoxio, paralytic s h e ll fi sh 
poisoning toxin, viruses and 
bacteria, and scombroid 
poisoning toxin. 

Infection with these germs 
can create symptoms ranging 
from gastrointestinal upsets to 
rapid pulse, respiratory failure 
and even death. All the more 
reason you should know how to 
buy. handle and cook fresh fish 
and shellfish. Hie best ways to 
ensure that you’re eating safe, 
wholesome food: 

• Buy from a reputable store 
and never eat your own catch if 
you're not sure of the water 
quality where it was caughL 

• Follow these guidelines: In 
fresh fish, look for: shiny, 
bright, metallic-looking skin; 
bright, clear eyes with full, 
black pupils and translucent 
corneas; bright red gills, free 
from slime; flesh that is firm 
and elastic, bright and shiny; 
mild “ocean” odour — not too 
strong. When buying fresh 
shellfish, look for live crabs 
and lobsters that show leg 
movement; live dams, oysters 
and mussels that have hard, 
welt-cupped shells that dose 
when tapped; shucked oysters 
and clams that are plump and 
covered in their own juices; 
shrimp that is firm, and pink or 
white in colour. 

• Cook raw shrimp until pink 
and firm; shucked clams, mus- 
sels and oysters until plump- 
and opaque (oyster edges start 
to curl); clams, mussels and 
oysters in the shells open; lob- 
ster until bright red (five to six 
minutes per pound); scallops 
until milky white or opaque 
and firm (three to four min- 
utes). 

• As with chicken and beef, be 


by puttingcooked fish into con- 
tact with raw fish, raw juices or 
unwashed utensils used to 
prepare raw fish.

Astonishing diversity in an Indian breakfastj 

O ,'Knns Khameeri Roll, which was!

“THIS is unbelievably good. I 
have never tasted anything like 
this in my life.” The ecstatic 
speaker was actress (Edwina 
1 Mount batten in Atten- 

borough’s Gandhi) and cook- 
ery writer Jane Myerson. We 
were at Kareem's near Jama 
Masjid, in Delhi, where we had 
just eaten Nahari and Khameeri 
( Roti. 

It was a promising start to a 
breakfast safari that would 
elicit many superlatives before 
it was over. She gasped when, 
soon after Nahari. they 
produced j Malpua. “Is that part 
of the breakfast?” she asked. 
“A dessert with breakfast?” 

Diversity 

My mouth full. I nodded. 
She wasn’t convinced until we 
got to Om Prakash’s, in Sadar 
Bazaar, where after Beni and 
Jeera Aloo. came a plateful of 
piping hot Khoya Jalebi. Myer- 
son, who had never eaten any- 
thing more exotic than Ked- 
geree and Mulligatawny — 
both Indian “exports” — back 
home, was left in awe of the 
Indian breakfast. 

The astonishing diversity of 
the breakfast makes the morn- 
ing meals of the rest of the 
world look insipid and bland in 
comparison. Where else can 
you get Khasta Kachori and 
Afaal Makhan (Marwari),

Paratha and Dahi (Punjabi). 
Pultu, IdU, IJtthapam and Sam- 
bhar (South Indian). Paya and 
Naan (Muslim). Akoori and 
toast fParsee), Bassi Roti. 
Poori. Par at ha with pickle (all 
over the north) and innumera- 
ble other delicacies. It is 
another matter that, like the 
rest of our cuisine, our break- 
fasts too, remain largely unkn- 
own. 

What, one might ask, is the 
most important meal to a 
nation of professional fasters? 
Quite simply, it is breakfast. It 
was inevitable that this land, 
where food is interminably — 
and inextricably — linked with 
religion, eating habits of the 
people of different regions and 
climate, would spawn the 
widest variety of breakfasts. 


Vegetarian and non- 
vegetarian, festive and regular 
So much so, that even a post- 
fast breakfast is “prescribed” 

— fruits and dairy products 
only. 

The traditional breakfast of 
the non-vegetarian Muslims 
include Nahari-with Khameeri 
Roti or Paya and Naan, and 
with Malpua or Jalebi. 

Nahari was — and still is — 
eaten daily in the wee hours of 
the morning — before going for 
the day’s work. The exigencies 

— and’ compulsions — of rural 
life made it necessary to make 
the morning meal nourishing 
enough to sustain a farmer for 
the whole day. 

After completing the day’s 
chores, the housewife would 
put a potful of shanks (nalli). 


ireast (scena) and chops 
1 chaap | to slow-cook overnight 
jn coal-burning angeethi, and 
wake up with a readj to cat 
breakfast. The marrow, it was 
believed, made Nahari ‘‘rich 
— providing energy io till the 
land — and “warm” — provid- 
ing body heal, particularly in 
winter. 

When Nahari tra veiled to the 
cities, it was imbued \.iih guram 
masala and garnished with gin- 
ger and coriander leaves. The 
bawarchis of Avadh transfor- 
med i t in to a delicacy T o please 
their masters, they became dar- 
ing enough to put goats' tails 
(for their supposed aphrodisiac 
qualities) in the Nahari. 

Once the meal was cooked — 
t; became like hahva - the tail 
bones were removed and the 
deeply flavoured broth was 
infused with the taste of it tar 
and kevra. 

Afford 

Paya. one school of thought 
has it. was the poor man’s 
Nahari. Those who couldn’t 
afford the belter cuts, sim- 
mered trotters overnight in a 
similar manner. 

And like Nahari. Paya too 
became a gourmet delicacy. 
refined by the use of a bouquet 
garni of green cardamom, cin- 
namon, cloves, fennel, bay 
leaves and dry rose petals. 
Yoghurt was used to reduce the 
bitterness and to provide tang, 
and rosewater to provide the 
aroma. 


Khameeri Roll, wiucn was; 
eaten with Nahari. needed Utile 
attention too Khameer means 
leavened, which makes lh» a 
rare bread, and even today, 
Indians and Pakistanis prefer 
to use a combination cf yogh- 
urt. at la i whole- wheal flour) 
and sugar to make the ferment. 

The mixture was kepi over- 
night and the following night it 
was used, instead of yeast, to 
make the dough rise, it also 
imparted a distinct flavour. 
The Naan, baked each day 
before daybreak, by Muslim 
bakers or pao*alhhs. are akin 
to white bread, only flatter In 
the north they were called A'/W- 
cha. The breads are baked in the 
same way even today. 

Malpua. is an exotic dessert 
made from cow *s milk which is 
stir-reduced om very iow heal 
to one fourth its original quan- 
tity and mixed with flour to 
make a batter of pouring cons- 
istency. 

This is shallow fried on a 
griddle into 4 inch diameter 
pancakes. These are then 
soaked in a saffron flavoured 
syrup. The dessert is served 
with a dollop of fresh cream 
garnished with slivers of pista- 
chio. 

Though things have changed 
with time, especially in urban 
areas, something of the spirit 
lingers on. and these dishes 
have become classics and 
extremely popular in India and 
Pakistan* 


Making a smart choice 
about cooking oil f~ Takec

ARE you still buying the same 
cooking oil your mother always 
used? Then it may be time to 
rethink your choice. 

The oil you're using might be 
high in saturated fats, which are 
, known to be one of the dietary 
, causes of a high cholesterol 
level. But with so many dif- 
ferent oils lining supermarket 
shelves, if shard to know which 
one is the best for a sensibile 
diet. Although all cooking oils 
contain about 100 calories a .

same. -The information chat - 
follows will help you make the ‘ 1 
best choice. 

The three types of fat 

Don’t be overly impressed by 
vegetable oils labelled "No 
Cholesterol” — in fact, vegeta- 
ble oil never contains choles- 
terol. What it does contain, 
however, are saturated fats, 
which interfere with your 
body’s efforts to eliminate the 
harmful cholesterol in your 
blood. 

Actually, every vegetable oil 
isamixture of three types offal: 
saturated, monounsaturated 
and polyunsaturated. They key 
factor is the percentage of each 
kind. Peanut oil, for instance, is 
considered monounsaturated, 
because it’s composed of 4 6 per 
cent monounsaturated fat. But 
it also contains a level of 
saturated fa t ( 1 9 per cent) that’s 
higher than that of many other 
bottled oils. 

Knowing how much of each 
type of fat an oil contains is 
important, because these fats 
have very different effects on 
your body from eliminating 
harmful cholesterol, but 


mo no unsat urates and polyun- 
saturates actually have a 
protective influence on your 
cardiovascular system — heart, 
lungs and arteries. These fats 
lower your level of LDL (low- 
density lipoprotein) choles- 
terol, which is associated with 
atheroscelrosis, the buildup of. 
fatty plaques on the inner walls 
of your arteries. 

Monounsaturates may 
be best 

Although both polyun- 
saturated and . monoun- 
saturated fats protect your 
heart, experts feel more com- 
fortable recommending mon- 
ounsaturates. Walter Mertz, 
M.D., director of the Human 
Nutrition Research Centre in 
Beltsville, Maryland, says 
polyunsaturates have a ten- 
dency to lower both LDL and 
HDL (high-density 

lipoprotein) cholesterol — the 
“good cholesterol” which 
prevents clogged arteries — 
while monounsaturates lower 
only the harmful LDL. Polyun- 
saturates may have other, har- 
mful effects as well. In 
laboratory tests, animals given 
high doses of polyunsaturated 
fats developed cancer. 

However, John R. La Rosa, 
M.D., chairman of the nutri- 
tion committee of the 
American Heart Association in 
Dallas, Texas, doesn't believe 
people need to give up using 
polyunsaturated oils, noting 
that the level of polyun- 
saturated fats given to the 
animals in this study were much 
higher than the proportions 
consumed by humans. 

Experts agree on one point, 
though: Cut out the saturates. 
That means eating lean meats

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Skip high-calorie 
food at salad bars 

AS YOU head for (he salad bar at your favqurire restaurant, 
avoid turning potentially low-calorie meal into high-calorie 
eating. “The key pitfalls at a salad bar are foods containing high 
fat and salt,” says Allison Boomer, chief research dietitian at 
Wayne State University Medical School in Detroit. 

Italian and creamy, mayonnaise-based dressings are high in 
fat. One ladle ( about four tablespoons, or 1/4 cup) may contain 
up to 400 calories. 

Skip process lunch meats -- they’re high in salt and often 
high in fat — and choose white breast of chicken, turkey or tuna 
salad. And pass up the sunflower seeds, olives, fried Chinese 
noodles and whole-milk cheeses; they’re also high in both fat 
and salt. “By adding them to your salad mix, you could have a 
meal higher in fat than a plain hamburger.” says Boomer. 

Instead, opt for high-pro £ein foods such as garhanzo and

DOES food affect your mood, 
or is it all in your head? Some 
people claim that eating fatty 
foods makes them feel sluggish 
while a chocolate bar makes 
than energetic. But researchers 
disagree on how and to what 
extent food and mood are 
related. 

In the last few years, 
however, a controversial 
theory has emerged about 
food’s impact on a persons 
mood. The general idea is that 
certain foods alter your mood 
by increasing production of 
certain neurotransmitters, 
which are body chemicals that 
pass messages from one brain 
cell to another. 

U was discovered that three 
neurotransmitters — 

dopamine, norepinephrine and 
serotonin — are made in the 
brain from components of the 
foods we eat. 

According to Judith J. Wurt- 
man, Ph. D., a research scientist 
at the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and author of 
the book Managing Your MM 

a t >n VmuI nmnlp 


are more alert and think more 
quickly when their brains are 
producing dopamine _ and 
norepinephrine. Serotonin, on 
the other hand, alleviates ten- 
sion and may make you feel 
sleepy. 

Are you too tense? 

If you are feeling edgy, a 
high-carbohydrate meal might 
help you unwind. Eatingcar bo- 
hydrate- rich foods raises the 
brain’s level of tryptophan, an 
amm o acid that is converted 
into serotonin, explains Bonnie 
Spring, Ph.D., professor ofpsy- 
cnology at Texas Tech Univer- 
sity in Lubbock. Serotonin 
controls hormone secretion, 
sleep patterns and perception 
of pain.

In one of Springs earliest 
experiments, performed in 

1983 people who ate sherbet, 
which is high in carbohydrates, 
had more trouble repeating 
words than did people who ate 
protein-rich turkey breast. The 
women who ate sherbet said 
they felt sleepy, while men who 
had the sherbet were more lik- 
ely to describe their condition 
as relaxed. It may be that 
women are more easily affected 
by carbohydrates than men are. 
Spring also observed that the 
carbohydrate meal had a more 
dramatic effect on men and 
women over age 40 than on 
younger people. 

When they ate the carbo- 
hydrates seemed to make a dif- 
ference too. The subjects were 
more apt to feel tired if ihe 
carbohydrates were consumed 
at lunchtime rather than earlier 
in the day. Spring reports. 

The carbohydrates' effect 
may be felt as early as within an 
hour of eating and can last for 
up to two more hours. Wurt- 
man points out, however, that 
not everyone will feel relaxed or 
tired after a high-carbohydrate 
meal. A small group of people, 
whom she calls carbohydrate 
cravers, may actually feel more 
alert. These people might have 
a biochemical deficiency, Wur- 
tman suggests. 

Help for PMS? 

Many women who suffer 
from premenstrual syndrome 
find that, in addition to 
physical discomfort, the disor- 
der brings on sudden mood 
swings. The sufferers may 
become irritable, angry or 
depressed and prone to 
emotional outbursts or crying 
spells. But in a recent 
experiment, Wurtman found 
that women who had PMS 
noticed, an improvement in 
mood when they ate plain corn- 
flakes, a carbohydrate, without 
milk or sugar. Wurtman 
bgKcyes-this'is further evidence" 


In her book Wurtman also 
explores the notion of planning 
your meals around the mood 
you want to be in for specific 
occasions- If you have an after- 
noon business meeting, for 
example, she suggests that yon 
start the day with a "major" 
breakfast — for example, half a 
grapefruit, a cup of oatmeal 
mixed with one quarter cup 
raisins and half a banana, a 
bran orcom muffin with butter 

and coffee or tea. 

Lunch should be light: You 
could have three ounces of very 
lean roast beef on one slice of 
whole-grain bread, an apple 
and coffee or tea. The protem in 
the roast beef contains amino 
acids, which are nitrogen-con- 
taining chemicals. One amino 
acid, tyrosine, is the main com- 
ponent of dopamine and 
norepinephrine. When you eat 
protein, the tyrosine stimulate 
the production of these 
chemicals, which help keep you 
alert. . 

Researchers are exploring 
the possibility that consuming 
concentrated amounts of cer- 
tain food substances could 
affect bulimia, mania or insom- 
nia. However, the substances 
could have this effect only if 
consumed in their pure form, 
not as part of different food 
dishes. The research is still 
exploratory and controversial. 

Many experts are sceptical 
about the neuroiransmitier 
theory. They point out that 
researchers often cannot chat 
the same results twice from 
their experiments. 

Some believe that neurotran- 
smitters may not even be 
involved in a person's response 
to food. Instead, they suggest 
that a person's reaction to a 
certain food may be related to 
childhood memories of the 
food, a woman's menstrual 
cycle, the circumstances under 
which the food is eaten and 
expectations of how the food 
will affect you. Even Judith 
Wurtman concedes, “Eating a 
rice cake is not like taking 
Valium.”

FOOD poisoning is more than 
just a nuisance. The most com- 
mon symptoms — diarrhoea, 
nausea and stomach cramps — 
resemble those of the flu, and 
are just as debilitating. This ill- 
ness is especially serious for 
infants, the elderly, pregnant 
women and those with chronic 
health problems. It kills 
thousands of people every year 
and leaves others with various 
long-term ailments. 

You may think food poison- 
ing is usually caused bv res- 
taurant food. In fact, 'most 
cases result from the improper 
handling of food at home. So 
you can't be careful enough 
when buying, preparing and 
cooking food. Here, is a vital 
guide to food-poisoning 
prevention. 

‘ . The bacterial culprits 

There are more than 2,000 
strains of harmful bacteria that 
can contaminate food and 
make you sick. Because these 
microscopic germs work their / 
mischief without changing the 
food's odour or appearance, 
you need to know where and 
how these ■ organisms live to 


prevent them from moving in. 
Here are-six common bacteria 
to put on your “most unwan- 


Staphylococcns aureus 
(staph). A common but -fortun- 
ately not a very serious food- 
poisoning bacteria, staph 
causes- vomiting and diarrhoea 
that lasL one or two days at 
most. 

Onset: 2 to 8 hours after eat- 
ing. . If 1Ull£r ■* 


Habitat: It's not the staph 
bacteria that get you, but the 
toxins orpoisons that they 
produce. They can be found in 
meat, p*! ltry, cheese, egg dis- 
hes and suirchy salads (such as 
pasta, potato and macaroni) 
left at room temperature. These 
toxins are also present on our 
skin (especially in boils, pim- 
ples ana other skin infections), 
which means they can be trans- 
ferred to food by unwashed 
hands. 

SahooneDa. This bacteria has . 
been grabbing all the headlines 
with in the US with reports that 
four out of ten chickens sold to 
consumers are contaminated 
by salmonella. Infection with 
this bacteria is called salmon- 
ellosis. As with staph, this con- 
dition causes vomiting and 
diarrhoea, but both may be 
more severe. Fever also may 
occur. Symptoms last 2 to 7 
days. 

Onset: 12 to 36 hours after 
eating. 

Habitat: Salmonella is par- 
tial to raw meat and poultry, 
but it's killed by thorough 
cooking. It also lives in unpas- 
teurized milk and other foods 
(more about salmonella 
below). 

QostriiHmn perfringens (per- 
friogens). The third most com- 
mon food-poise ning pathogen, 
perfringens, causes diarrhoea 
and gas pains that usually dear 
up in less than a day. But infec- 
tion can bemuch more severe in 
older people and those with 
ulcers. 

Onset: 8 to 24 hours after 
eating. 

Habitat: Perfringens is called 
the “cafeteria germ’’ because it 
thrij^s.ai, J 4ft (thc^ 
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teria). This caused 47 deaths 
from contaminated cheese in 
California in 1985. Its symp- 
toms are often flu-like oned, but 
listeria can lead to more’sepous 
conditions, such as xnenuhgitis 
and septicemia (blood poison- 
ing). r 

Onset: Researchers aren’t 
sure yet. J 

Habitat: Listeria can be 
found in raw Vegetables and 
meats as well as dairy products.

Debtor countries call for new initiatives to ease the burden 

Bush will stick to Baker’s Third World debt plan 


WASHINGTON, Nov 26, 
(Reuter): A senior adviser to 
George Bush, signalling coati- 
nuily in an important area of 
economic policy, said the 
president-elect will stick to a 
Third World debt plan drawn up 
by former Treasury Secretary 
James Baker. 

Many debtor countries, joined 
by a growing number of bankers 
and academics, have called for 
new initiatives to ease the burden 
of the SI. 2 trillion tbe Third 
World owes to rich countries. 

Plan 

But the Bush adviser, who 
spoke to Reuters yesterday on 
condition that he was not iden- 
tified. said he personally had yet 
to be convinced that the ideas 
outlined were practicable. 

“If somebody can come up 
with a plan that is truly better 
than the present plan and is filled 


out enough in details so that 
we're not walking on thin ice, 
then that would be worth locking 
aL But we don't see that now," 
the aide said. 

Forgiveness' 

Bush has named Baker to be 
his Secretary of State when he 
takes over from President 
Reagan on Jan-20. 

Baker's plan, unveiled in Sep- 
tember 1985, envisaged that 
banks would pump in $20 billion 
in new loans over three years to 
IS heavily indebted countries, 
mainly in Latin America, if they 
agreed to reform their economies 
along market lines. 

Critics contend that the Baker 
plan, which shuns grand designs 
and debt forgiveness, has failed 
because large-scale bank lending 
has not resumed and living stan- 
dards in Latin America remain 


depressed. 

Former presidents Gerald 
Ford and Jimmy Carter said this 
week that rapid action was 
needed because the Third World 
debt problem had worsened for 
most nations. 

“The Baker plan helped avoid 
a crisis but we believe that events 
have passed it fcn andanew direc- 
tion is needed, using it as a point 
of departure," they recommen- 
ded in a report 

Strategy 

“The longer the problem con- 
tinues, the greater the chance one 
of the big Latin American deb- 
tors will suffer a social, political, 
or economic crisis," tbe former 
presidents warned. 

The Bush adviser acknowled- 
ged the current strategy was not 
perfect but said it bad succeeded 
in restoring growth. 

“The case by case, growth- 


oriented Baker plan approach is 
working. It's tough, but it's 
working,” he said. "Somebody 
who comes up with a new plan 
ought to keep that in mind,” 

Six years after the Latin 
American debt crisis erupted, 
poor countries are not alone in 
their misgivings about the 
current strategy. 

Japan and France have sug- 
gested the International Mone- 
tary Fund (IMF) could admini- 
ster a multilateral fund to 
guarantee new bonds that deb- 
tors would issue in exchange for 
currently outstanding, more 
expensive bank loans. 

Claims 

Such swaps, which entail 
banks giving up part of their 
claims, would help debtors by 
reducing the amount of debt. 

But the Bush adviser said he 
was worried that such schemes. 


even if they did not rely in the first 
inatnnrp on the taxpayer, could 
become a disguised way of using 
public money to bail out the 
private sector. 

Treasury Secretary Nicholas 
Brady, who will stay on in the 
Bush administration, made the 
same point in a speech to the IMF 
annual meeting in West Berlin in 
September. 

Brady said he was sceptical of 
proposals that would produce 
only “an illusion ofprogress.” 

Investment 

“If we embark on a course that 
involves the transfer of risk from 
the private to the public sector, a 
true and lasting solution to the 
restoration of sustained growth 
among debtor nations will have 
escaped.” Brady said. 

The Bush adviser said the new 
adminis tration would encourage 


debtor countries to boost invest- 
ment and reduce their debts by 
promoting debt-equity swaps. 

In such a swap, a foreign firm 
buys a dollar-denominated loan 
at a discount from a bank that 
wants to reduce its exposure to 
Latin America. It takes the loan 
to the central bank, which con- 
verts the dollars into local 
currency on condition that it is 
invested in factories, hotels or 
other projects.

A report approved on Mon- 
day covered most other areas of 
the talks but bargaining was con- 
tinuing in private on the sensitive 
issues of farm trade reform and 
rules for protecting patents and 
trade secrets in commerce, 
delegates said. 

The report on trade in services, 
adopted after more than a week 
of exchanges in a special 
negotiating group, was littered 
with passages in brackets 
indicating conflicting views. 

Many of these passages reflec- 
ted demands by developing 
countries ft. ■ special considera- 
tion such as preferential access to 
industrialised country markets 
and protection of their own 
service sectors from foreign 
inroads.

Businesses dealing with government 
not affected by economic slowdown

COMPANIES doing business in 
Kuwait during the Iran-Iraq war 
reported mixed fortunes. Some 
■did risk business despite the 
impact of the war, while others 
suffered varying levels of set- 
backs. ■ 

Businesses dealing with the 
government were not affected by 
the economic slowdown before 
and after the war, Nazif Khalidi 
regional director of Ericsson 
Technical Office, said. 

With tbe government’s goal to 
provide 50 telephones per 100 
people, the company supplied 
and installed over 600,000 tele- 
phone lines, divided among 31 
local, two international and four 
transit exchanges. Of .these, 
400,000 use the latest tech- 
nology. he said. 

Vital 

Such vital services are neces- 
sary to contribute to the growth 
and development of Kuwait, 
Khalidi added. 

Hans SundquisL general man- 
ager of IKEA said the war did 
not directly affect his business. 
He added that the company has 
seen a steady increase in business 
since its inception in 1984. 

Forty to fifty per cent of the 
company’s customers are 
Kuwaitis he said. He added that 
though the prices of furniture 


increased due to an increase in 
the customs duty and the rate of 
monetary exchange, this increase 
did not adversely affect the fur- 
niture market to a great extent 
The reason, be said, is that fur- 
niture is always in demand, 
especially in KuwaiL 

The auto market was adver- 
sely affected in Kuwait during 
the Iran-Iraq war. Sales dropped 
f.’om KD15 million to KD5 
million, Omar AI Mutawa, man- 
aging director of Abdul Aziz AI 
Mutawa Co. (Volvo), said. 

He said that Kuwait re-expor- 
ted a large number of cars, spare 
parts and other goods. However, 
this level of business dropped 
considerably during the war. It 
seems to be gradually returning 
to normal, he added. 

For car agents in Kuwait, the 
existing marketing conditions 
are very competitive. Companies 
must create a system able to res- 
r pond quickly and effectively to 
changing market needs. Kuwait 
comes third after Sweden and 
England with respect to ratio of 
Volvo cars to population, he 
said. 

Requirements 

Kuwait’s cargo operations to 
Iraq up to 1983 provided 30 per 
cent of their requirements. 
However, the shipping sector 
was negatively affected by the 
war, as rates of freight plummet- 
led while insurance rates shot up 
astronomically Hakan Gran- 


ader, managing director of Inter- 
national Shipping Agency, said. 

He added that the company 
has been operating in Kuwait 
since 1956. In July last year, com- 
pany operations reached their 
lowest levels. 

The business trend now is 
upbeat, but it will be some time 
before it reaches pre-war levels. 
Competition will be tougher bet- 
ween local and foreign compan- 
ies in the shipping field, he said. 

Companies have become more 
aware of existing hazards and 
have implemented preventive 
measures and complete risk fin- 
ancing programmes, Gosta Hol- 
mstedt, area manager of Scan- 
risk, said. 

Positions 

Companies should be aware of 
their current financial positions, 
he said. This will be made easier 
through the vast experience of 
foreign firms dealing in risk 
evaluation and re-insurance 
arrangements. 

Senior business officials said 
they are' looking forward to 
obtaining post-war projects in 
Iraq and Iran. 

Foreign companies have 
established business relations 
with Iraq and Iran and now have 
a head start. There is a general 
consensus among Gulf 
entrepreneurs that they could 
guarantee themselves a large 
slice of action if they mobilise 
their expertise now. 


Turkish prime minister 
for Paris to boost ties 


ANKARA, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
Prime Minister Turgut Ozal, 
who sees Turkey’s future pinned 
firmly to the West, starts a two- ‘ 
day visit to France on Monday 
during which Ankara’s bid to 
join the European Economic 
Community (EEC) will be a 
major topic. 

■It is an important visit. Our 
relations have been improving 
steadily recently,” Foreign Min- 
istry spokesman Inal Batu said. 

Ozal, who submitted Turkey’s 
application for EEC member- 
ship in April 1987, will discuss 
the issue at his first meeting with 
French Prime Minister Michel 
Rocard. 

“France has acted very correc- 
tly and in a very forthcoming 
manner whenever we have 
spoken about our application for 
full EEC membership. They have 
never disappointed us." Batu 
said. 

Doubts 

Some EEC states have voiced 
doubts about Turkish member- 
ship mainly because of its Asian 
and Muslim identities, its rapidly 
growing population and poor 
human rights record. 

Ozal will be the first Turkish 
prime minister to visit France in 
) 6 years. 

France’s Jean-Bernard 
Raimond visited Ankara as 
foreign minister last January, 
confirming an improvement in 
ties after coolness mainly over 


French support for Armenians. 

France has given official sup- 
port to its Armenian community 
which wants Turkey to recognise 
the alleged genocide of up to 1 .5 
million Armenians under 
Ottoman rule during World War 
One. Turkey denies the accusa- 
tion. 

Attacks 

Seven Turkish diplomats have 
been lulled in France since 1973 
jn attacks claimed by the Armen- 
ian Secret Army for the Libera- 
tion of Armenia (AS ALA). 

France has also opposed the 
presence of up to 29,000 Turkish 
troops in North Cyprus. 

The Turkish Republic of 
North Cyprus, recognised only 
by Ankara, was proclaimed in 
1983, nine years after a short- 
lived coup in Nicosia engineered 
by the military junta then in Ath- 
ens. 

“We have never claimed 
France and Turkey see eye-to- 
eye on the Cyprus issue but high- 
level contacts, such as Ozal’s 
visit, are always useful for a rap- 
prochementof views,” Batu said. 

Turkey's imports from France 
have risen 77 per cent since last 
year, reaching 5621 million dur- 
ing the first eight months this 
year. Exports stood at S279 
million in the same period. 

French firms have actively bid 
for lucrative civilian and militar y 
Turkish contracts. 


American oil prices seen rising 


NEW YORK, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
Oil prices are almost certain to 
jump to a higher plateau next 
week if, as expected, OPEC rea- 
ches its first 13-member produc- 
tion agreement in two years. 

However oil analsyls and 
traders say that even if the oil 
Organisation secures an accord, 
it will still face pressures over the 
next months. 

The deal, thrashed out after 
eight days of backroom bargain- 
ing in Vienna, hinges cn 
approval by Iran of an oil quota 
equal to that of Iraq. The Iranian 
cabinet was deciding whether to 
accept over the weekend. 

“If Iran agrees to (production) 
parity with Iraq. US, West Texas 
Intermediate (WTI) will jump to 
Sid a barret on Monday," said 
John Redpath, analyst with 
.Energy Security Analysis. Oil 


futures for the benchmark crude 
last traded officially in New 
York on Wednesday at just 
below $14. 

Iran’s refusal to allow Iraq to 
pump the same amount of oil as 
Iran has been a s tumuli ng block 
to an agreement for two years. 
The proposed pact puts the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries’ 13-mem- 
ber outpuiat 18.5 million barrels 
per day (BPD) in the first half of 
1989 and maintains an S18 a 
barrel target price. 

Step 

Bui even if OPEC manages to 
complete the agreement, with its 
proposed 20 per cent decline in 
output from the 22-23 million 
BPD now being produced, the 
glut of oil on world markets will 
not be reduced, analysts said. 

“A ceiling of 18.5 million 


barrels per day is a step in Lhe 
right direction and WTI could 
jump at most to SI 6 a barrel as a 
result,” said Peter Beutel of 
Elders Futures. 

“A ceiling of 18.5 million or 
even 19.0 million would 
represent too little, too late,” 
according to Charles Maxwell, 
senior energy strategist at C. J. 
Lawrence/Morgan Grenfell. He 
said a cap of 1 7.5 million barrels 
would be needed to cut inven- 
tories, now at their highest levels 
since .1982. 

Although most oil analysts 
and traders believed Iran would 
eventually sign the pack many 
were sceptical all 13 would stick 
to it and that prices would stay 
up. 

“I doubt that the agreement 
will last six months without some 
cheating (on production 


quotas)," said David Mangan. a 
consultant with the Washington 
forum. 

To begin with,- there may be 
bitterness over the treatment of 
Iraq, which will be given a shar- 
ply higher allotment after 
producing far above its last 
OPEC quota. 

Nonetfadcss, David Mizrahi, 
editor of the Mideast Report an 
economic newsletter, said the 
idea that all 1 3 members v-ill sign 
would be “a breakthrough for 
OPEC because they haven't bad 
an agreement in two years." 

Mizrahi said that although the 
oil market is currently o versup- 
plied, “prices mil go up on a 
psychological reaction” 

Some US oil analysts said WTI 
could hit $17 to 18 a barrel by 
Christmas just on optimism 
about the agreement. 


Iran lifts 
restrictions 
on some imports 

NICOSIA, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
Iran said today it was lifting 
import restrictions on 20 items 
ranging from rice to medical sup- 
plies as part of its transition to a 
peace-time economy. 

The Iranian news agency 
IRNA said the commerce minis- 
try released the list of goods 
which the private sector would be 
allowed to import and sell with- 
out government price setting. 

It quoted acting Commerce 
Minister Abdolhossein Vahhaji 
as telling a Tehran news con- 
ference the measure would go 
into effect on Saturday for two 
years. 

Tehran Radio said chicken 
feed, seeds, pesticides, fertilisers, 
stationary, paper and 
educational films were among 
the deregulated goods.

American home sales slump 
despite lower interest rates

They dropped an identical 1.1 per cent in September and a 
striking 4.5 per cent in July. The downn.ro in October occurred 
even though fixed-rate mortgages edged be km 1 0 per cent in some 
parts of the country. The decline in sales was accompanied by a 
small drop in prices. The median cost of an existing home sold in 
October was $88 down 5100 from (he September fetal. 
However, the price -->*» still 4. 1 per cent higher than a year ago, 
when the median home price was $84,600. Analysts said the 
October decline in existing home sales, coupled with a sharp 7-8 
per cent September drop in new home sales, reflected waning 
economic activity in the second half of the year. While they did not 
predict a severe slump in the housing industry , economises said tbe 
downward trend is likely to continue, especially in view of 
forecasts that mortgage rate s will torn higher. 

Iran and Australia agree 
on economic co-operation 

NICOSIA, Nov 26, (Reuter): Iran, seeking access fn Australian 
agricultural expertise, will sign an accord on economic co-opera- 
tion with Canberra, the Iranian news agency IRNA reported 
today.

Iran keeps OPEC waiting 


VIENNA, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
Iranian leaders were due to meet 
this evening to decide whether to 
accept an OPEC proposal to cut 
production and prop up world 
petroleum prices, a senior Iran- 
ian oQ official said. 

Approval by Tehran’s cabinet 
would remove the last obstacle to 
the deal, worked on! during more 
than a week of backroom bar- 
gaining in Vienna among the 
organisation’s 13 oil ministers. 

But rejection would put 
negotiations back to square one 
and oil analysts believe it would 
almost certainly trigger a crash 
on oil markets when they reopen 
on Monday. -

Newspaper 
executive 
implicated in 
stock scandal 

TOKYO, Nov 26, (AP* An 
executive of Yomruri Shimbun, 
Japan's largest newspaper, has 
been implicated in a multi- 
miUion-dollar stock profiteering 
scandal involving the questiona- 
ble sales of shares in a real estate 
firm, the newspaper revealed 
today. 

A Y omiuri spokesman, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity, 
said Iwao Maruyama, 67, vice- 
president of the nationally cir- 
culated newspaper, bought 5,000 
Recruit-Cosmos shares in the fall 
of 1986 before they were offered 
to the public. 

The spokesman, however, 
quoted Maruyama as saying that 
he purchased the shares “with- 
out even knowing they were un- 
listed” and that he still has the 
stocks. 

Sales 

The scandal, revealed in July, 
involves the questionable sales of 
hundred of thousands of shares 
. of Recruit-Cosmos Co.* a real 
estate' concern,-' to dozens'- of 
prominent figures before the 
stocks were listed publicly. Once 
over-the-counter trading began 
in 1986, the shares quickly rose in 
value and the holders made hefty 
profits. 

Top politicians, including 
Prime Minister Noboru Take- 
shi ta, Finance Minis ter Kiichi 
Miyazawa and former Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone, 
have acknowledged their aides 
purchased the shares. 


Market to push dollar lower, says study 


WITH public holidays last week 
in both the US and Japan, trad- 
ing was extremely thin.

Constitutional changes introduce 
free market economy in Belgrade 


BELGRADE, Nov 26, (UPI* 
The Yugoslav federal parliament 
replaced one-third of the 
nation’s constitution yesterday, 
pacing amendments that open 
the door to foreign investment to 
help the nation’s beleagured 
economy. 

“The amendments mean 
radical changes in our economic 
system. We want to create such 
firms which will develop freely so 
that they can be competitive on 
the world market,” commented 
Borisav Jovic, the 60-ycar-okl 
economist and President of Ser- 
bia Republic's Parliament. 

Under the new amendments,. 


Yugoslav citizens will be allowed 
to become stockholders and 
foreigners may set up joint ven- 
tures with Yugoslav private or 
state-owned firms. Local fac- 
tories and business firms will 
have more freedom in deedaon- 
makmgand workers will have an 
official right to strike. 

Political changes, including 
secret ballots and the separation 
of party and government, also 
were among the amendments 


Yugoslavia is .mired in its 
worat economic crisis in 40 years. 
Economic analysts say the 
annual rate of inflation should 


reach 250 per cent in December 
while unemployment hits one 
million people. 

Labour protests this year 
already have surpassed the 1 987 
total of 1,685, trade union 
officials said. 

Passage of the amendments 
culminated two years of bicker- 
ing among regional leaders of 
Yugoslavia's six republics and 
two autonomous provinces. 

Finally putting aside their self- 
interests. the republics and 
provinces passed the amend- 
ments last week and forwarded 
them to the federal parliament 
for formal proclamation. 


Egypt’s foreign currency crisis 
will continue, says premier 


CAIRO, Nov 26, fReuter): 
Egypt’s foreign currency shor- 
tage will continue for some time 
despite a $ 1 .6-billion rise in hard 
currency earnings in 1987-1988, 
Prurie^Miiuster'Atef Sedlu said 
today. ■ 

Sedki, presenting his policy 
statement to a new session of the 
People’s Assembly, said hard 
currency earnings rose to SI 1.3 
billion in the fiscal year ended on 
June 30, compared to 9.7 billion 
the previous year. •

Bui Egypt has 
been reported in default for 
payments due after that dale. 

“The talks (with the IMF) are 
very complicated and difficult,” 
Sedki said; 

Progress 

Several IMF teams have 
visited Cairo in recent months to 
assess progress in reforms agreed 
under last year’s accord but talks 
were inconclusive. 

Sedki said an official free 
foreign exchange market set up 
in May last year under the 
agreement with the IMF had 
brought in S3. 3 billion during 
1987-88, which would otherwise 
have been channelled to the 
black market.

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INDIAN SPINNERS LEA VE NEW ZEALANDERS STRUG GLING 

Ayub and Hirwani destroy Kiwis 


BOMBAY, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
Indian spinners Arshad Ayub 
and Narendra Hirwani des- 
troyed New Zealand's batting 
today to leave the tourists strug- 
gling desperately at 1 82 for eight 
in their second innings on the 
third day of the second TesL 

The New Zealanders, 133 for 
two at tea, lost their final five 
wickets for only 18 runs In 50 
minutes against the Indian spin 
duo. 

Off-spinner Ayub and leg- 
spinner Hirwani, who bowled 
unchanged throughout the final 
session, captured three for 35 and 
four for 71 respectively. The pair 
share 27 out of the 3S wickets to 
fall to the Indians in the series so 
far. 

Earlier New Zealand dismis- 
sed India for 234 in their first 
innings to lead by two runs. 

The tourists’ demise began 
when Mark Greatbatch played a 
horrendous shot across the line 
and was bowled for 31 by Hir- 
wani 20 minutes after tea. 

It marked the end of an 
excellent third wicket partner- 
ship of 76 with Andrew Jones 
which had lasted two hours. 
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Ayub (loft) and Hirwani: turned the tide 


Disastrously for New 
Zealand, Jones' 254-minute vigQ 
ended soon afterwards. 

After a valiant 78, his first half 
century of the tour, Jones played 
back to Ayub and was lbw. He 
had faced 175 balls and struck six 
fours. 

Minutes later Tony Blain, who 
would have been run out but for a 
wild shy by Ravi Shastri which 


went for four overthrows, was 
lbw to Ayub for five as sharp turn 
beat his defensive stroke on the 
back foot 

When Richard Hadlee (one) 
and Ken Rutherford (17) were 
out in successive overs to catches 
at backward short leg and silly 
point, the match had been turned 
upside down in a matter of 13 
overs. 


Danny Morrison, sent in at 
number nine to protect John 
Bracewdl, defended grimly for 
1 5 mintues before succumbing to 
Hirwani without scoring in the 
penultimate over of the day. 

The morning and afternoon 
sessions had gone particularly 
well for New Zealand who wrap- 
ped up India’s first innings 
within a few minutes of the start 
of play when Hadlee uprooted 
More’s off-stump in his first over 
to finish with six for 49.

May quits as chairman of England selectors 


LONDON, Nov 26, (Reuter): 
Peter May has quit as chairman 
of England’s cricket selectors 
following widespread criticism 
and a dismal season which saw 
the appointment of four captains 
in quick succession. 

The former England captain, 
who has been chairman of the 
selectors for seven years, said in a 
statement issued by the Test and 
County Cricket Board (TCCB): 
“Now is the right time for a 
change.” 

The TCCB statement said 
May’s business commitments 
were demanding more of his 
attention. 

May presided over the worst 
run in English Test history as 


they went 18 matches without a 
win until a somewhat hollow vic- 
tory over Sri Lanka in the final 
Test of last summer. They were 
thrashed 4-0 in the earlier series 
against West Indies. 

In an attempt to stem the run 
of defeats, England’s selectors 
called on a total of 31 players 
during the season. 

Replacement 

May was also heavily criticised 
for his handling of the captaincy 
issue. Incumbent Mike Gatting 
was sacked following a much- 
publicised rumpus over enter- 
taining a barmaid in his hotel 
room during a Test and his 
replacement John Emburey bad 


no success stemming ' West 
Indies’ run of victories. 

There was also much criticism 
of the third choice, Chris Cow- 
drey, who had not played for 
England for four years — and 
happened to be May’s godson. 
Injury halted him after one Test 
and the mantle was finally best- 
owed on Graham Gooch. 

Commenting on the announ- 
cement, Alan Smith, TCCB chief 
executive, said: “Peter has 
always done what he enjoyed 
doing. He was England captain 
for a long time during his playing 
days but he gave it up when he 
stopped enjoyingiL I think that is 
the overriding factor with him.” 

Smith, who has twice been a 


selector himself, said he thought 
the job was becoming more dif- 
ficult 

“However good a selector you 
are, it all depends on how good 
your players are. The job 
becomes much harder if your 
team is not winning.” 

Expected 

Smith said the matter would be 
discussed at a TCCB meeting on 
December 8 and he expected a 
new chairman to be appointed by 
the end of January. 

One of the favourites to take 
over is Micky Stewart, the 
England manager who is already 
on the four-man selection com- 
mittee.

The McLaren Formula One 
tram, which earlier this month 
capped a record-breaking 1988 
season with a one-two finish in 
the Australian Grand Prix, is lik- 
ely to remain tough to beat next 
season. 

“McLaren are always going to 
be hard to beat," said Formula 
One Constructors’ Association 
chairman, Bernie Ecclestone. 
“With 1 5 wins out of 16 races for 
McLaren (in the past season) it 
would be a brave man to bet 
against them.” 

But under rules coming into 
effect next season there may be 
more competition around. 

Success 

The fast turbo-charged 
engines which helped French- 
man Alain Prost win the Aus- 
tralian race and Brazilian team- 
mate Ayrton Senna win second 

place, and —earlier— clinch this 
year's world championship, will 
not be allowed. 

“I'm hopeful that next year 
some other teams will make the 
effort. Ferrari should be very 
competitive again and of course 
Williams," said Ecclestone. 

McLaren's utter dominance of 
Formula One this year has 
bo ugh t complaints their success 
has taken someof the magic from 
racing — a charge McLaren team 
boss Ron Dennis finds hard to 

take. ... , 

“People claim that we have 
wrecked this year’s champion-

ship,” he told a news conference. 
“I don't kn jw what they expec- 
ted us to do. Do they expiecl us to 
be deliberately less com- 
petitive?” 

It is not just engines which 
have made McLaren so strong. 


Honda this year supplied both 
McLaren and team Lotus with 
the same turbo-charged V-6 
engine. 

Lotus’s best results were two 
third-places by three-time world 
champion Nelson Piquet, in 


Brazil and San Marino. The 
team, which also includes Japan- 
ese driver Saforu Nakajima, fini- 
shed fourth in the Constructors' 
championship behind Benetton, 
Ferrari and McLaren. 

Senna, and his two-time world 
champion team-mate Prost, had 
the season to themselves. They 
fought each other for the 1988 
title. Senna’s eight wins giving 
him the trophy despite Frost's 
consistency with seven wins and 
seven second places. 

“This has been an exceptional 
season when you can see two 
drivers from the same team fight- 
ing for the championship,” Prost 
said after the Adelaide race. 

Austrian Niki Lauda, three- 
time worid champion and Prost’s 
team-male until 1 985, said Senna 
and McLaren were the finest 
combination of the past 10 years. 

“It is really unbelievable the 
way McLaren has gone this 
season. They have only lost one 
race (to Ferrari ’s Gerhard Berger 
in Italy). No one has ever done 
this before,” he said. 

Lauda predicted Senna would 
be just as successful next year. “I 
really believe he is the best. Senna 
is a new generation of driver who 
devotes ISO pet of his rime to 
motor-racing. I’ve never seen 
anybody work so hard with him- 
self and his team to succeed.” 

Next year McLaren will have 
exclusive use of Honda's radical 
but normally-aspirated V-10 3.5- 
litre engine. 


“Ron Dennis consistently 
improves his team to be always 
ahead and it looks like he wfl] do 
the same thing next year because 
the normally-aspirated car test- 
ing at Imola was quicker than the 
turbo car — that’s unbelieva- 
ble,” said Lauda. 

Dennis too is confident the 
new car and engine combination 
will be extremely competitive. 

“We are doing our best and we 
are very pleased with the 
development car and sure the 
new version of that will be even 
better,” Dennis said. 

He sees Ferrari as the toughest 
competition next year, ahead of 
the Judd-powered Williams and 
the teams supplied by Renault 
with its new V-10 engine. 

Competitive 

“It’s very difficult to evaluate 
the performance of other 
teams,” Dennis said. “Renault 
have not had enough time to 
develop their engine to be com- 
petitive at the start of the season 
but Ferrari have had a long 
period of development and 
experience with the multi-cylin- 
der engines,” 

The McLaren team, founded 
inthe mid-1960s byNew Zealand 
racing ace Bruce McLaren who 
was killed testing a new car in 
1970, has contested 314 Grand 
Prix and won four World Con- 
structors’ Championships. Six 
Drivers’ championships have 
been won at the wheel of a 
McLaren. -

Johnson cries in first 
TV interview since 
Seoul Olympics

ROME, Nov 26, (Reuter): Ben 
Johnson broke down and cried in 
his first full television interview 
since the Seoul Olympics when 
4 he told how the loss of his gold 
medal in sport’s biggest doping 
scandal had shattered his life. 

But the Jamaican-born 100 
metres world champion and 
record holder, denying that he 
had knowingly taken drugs, 
pledged to return to the track for 
the 1992 Games in Barcelona and 
promised to run faster than ever. 

■ Johnson was banned from 
competition for two years when 
traces of the banned anabolic 
steroid stanozolol were found in 
urine samples after his 100 
metres victory in Seoul. 

The interview was conducted 
at Johnson’s Toronto home in 
mid-November and will be 
broadcast tomorrow night on 
Italian television. 

Sobbed 

Johnson, dressed in a grey 
tracksuit, denied he had lost 
milli ons of dollars in sponsorship 
because of his disgrace but sob- 
bed when interviewer Giovanni 
Minoli asked if he was rich. 

“I'm okay. I’m ..." Johnson 
said before stopping to wipe tears 
from his eyes. 

Minoli told Reuters it took 
Johnson’s family and lawyer six 
minutes to convince him to con- 
. tinue and that the athlete struck 
him as ‘Horn up 

' TofiSSbnT who sat sunxiundaT 
by medals and trophies from his 
career, told how he handed back 
his Olympic gold medal. 

“I just gave it back because I 
didn’t feel like I earned itbecause 
of what happened,” Johnson, 
said. 

“I said ‘sure, it’s yours, take it 
back’ because they can always 
take back the medal but they 
can’t take away my speed.” 

Johnson, whose case is at the 
centre of an official inquiry into 
doping in sport in Canada, 
repeated denials that he had 
knowingly taken banned drugs 
or knew who had administered 
the steroids and said he was 
determined to return to competi- 
tion. 


“I had been training for like 1 3 
years, for my life, for this one 
moment and it just disappeared 
like thau in a second,” Johnson 
said, clicking his fingers. “It's 
very rough.” 

“What happened in Seoul, I 
know that I didn’t do it and it’s 
going to take hard work to put 
things back together and I'm just 
training for that day to come.” 

Asked about his prospects for 
the 1992 Olympics. Johnson said 

that if his ban was lifted after two 
years he would need a full year or 
more to return to sharpness. 

“But I think '92 is going to be 
something like nobody has ever 
seen before. It's going to be a lot 
faster than that. And this time 
there is going to be no waving.” 

Johnson's time of 9.79 seconds 
in Seoul might have been even 
faster if he had not slowed before 
.the line to look back at second- 
placed American Carl Lewis and 
raise bis arm in triumph. 

He said he wanted to race 
again against Lewis who was 
awarded the Olympic gold in 
Johnson's place. 

“Everybody wants to be the 
best because that's the only way 
you're going to make money, to 
be number one in the world. And 
that's why me and Carl Lewis are 
rivals,” be said.

Since Johnson fled Seoul in 
September he has given lengthy 
interviews only to Canada's Sun 
newspaper and the Italian 
magazine Europeo. He said he 
agreed to talk to Minoli for no fee 
“because when I go to Italy I am 
always welcome there.” 

Johnson added that before 
Seoul, when he was recovering 
from a hamstring injury, he had 
taken ginseng and sasparilla 
drinks prepared by his doctor 

He said he did not believe 
drugs, including bulk-building 
steroids, helped an athlete run 
faster.

Fiji upset Australia 


NADI, Fiji. Nov 26, (AP): Fiji 
scored a stunning 1-0 upset vic- 
tory over Australia today in a 
first leg Oceania group World 
Cup qualifying soccer match at 
Churchill Park. 

The result was Fiji’s best in 
international soccer and the 
worst in years for Australia, 
which earlier this season beat 
World Cup holder Argentina 4-1 
in the Gold Cup tournament in 
Sydney.

Substitute striker Ravuama 
Madtgj scored the only goal of 
the game in the 66th minute, 
collecting a long pass and slam- 
ming his shot past Australian 
goalkeeper Jeff Olver. 

“That was worst upset in my 
six years with the socceroos,” 
said Australian coach Frank 
Arok.

"The Australians had to play 
our game. We did not play then- 
way," said Fiji coach Billy 
Singh. 

"Our defensive pattern did 
not give them any room." 

The Fijian side was mar- 
shalled by Ivor Evans, who plays 
for the Vancouver 86ers in the 
Canadian Soccer Le a gue. The 
Australians seldom managed to 
threaten the well-organized 
Fijian defence.
